members,  get  rid  of  the  oath  yom  have 
taken  ?  I,  a  Proteftant  arcbbiihopv 
cannot  abfolve  yojy  fiom  that  \  but  1  will 
60  til  Ik ;  1  will,  as  vifitor  and  interprt* 
ter,  abolifh  the  oath  in  future,  and  then 
your  fucccfTors  will  not  feel  their  con* 
fcicnces  hurt  by  fwearing  to  one  thing 
and  doing  another)  they  will  be  »«• 
JbackUd  by  mny  refraimt^  and  by  the  irk* 
fome  fiiuation  of  being  obliged  to  take 
the  trouble  of  enquiry  into  the  claims  of 
their  founder's  km." 

It  does  not,  however,  appear  that  the 
Archbi(kop  had  this  regard  to  the  con* 
fciences  of  his  reverend  brothers,  or 
that  they  had  any  regard  to  them  them- 
felves.  It  appears  that,  on  the  next 
opportunity,  in  fpite  of  their  oath,  they 
elected  a  Aranger  in  exclufion  of  a  rela* 
tion  i  and  that,  on  an  appeal  to  the 
chancellor  of  the  unlverfity,  be  was  fo 
abfurd  as  to  think  that  interpretation  of 
a  (latute  is  oi\e  thing,  abolition  is  ano« 
ther,  and  that  oaths  are  facred  things, 
and  he  ordered  them  to  chooie  the  re- 
lation. 

The  members  of  the  college,  deter- 
mining  to  carrv  their  point,  appealed 
from  this 'deciiion  of  the  chancel  lor— 
to  whom  ?  (ab  eodem  J  eundem^  I 
think  they  c«ll  it)  to  the  vifiior  who 
had  indulged  their  former  application. 
Did  he  rcverfe  hisownoider?  It  is  idle 
to  a(k  the  queftion. 

It  appears  that  the  members  of  the 
college  perfift  in  choofiug  lli angers  in 
prejudice  to  relations ;  that  ihe  matter 
has  been  again  argued ;  aiid  that  the 
prefent  archbilhop,  or  rather,  as  it 
icems,  his  a(re(ror8,  have  confirmed  the 
fcutence  of  the  former  archbilhop,  and 
excluded  the  relation  from  partaking  of 
the  provifion  expreiTly  provided  for  him'. 
Here  1  mud  obferve  the  curious  ar« 
gument  made  ufc  of  by  the  prefent 
members  of  the  college :  **  We  have 
other  Jaws  be(ides  the  (latutes  of  Chi- 
chele— the  late  archbilhop  (who  knew 
better  than  our  founder  what  was  that 
founder's  intention)  has  told  us,  that 
we  are  not  obliged  to  pay  any  regard  to 
claim  of  confanguinity,  mndnvi  are  un- 
JbackUd  by  any  otber  refrainu**  If  any 
member  of  the  college  Ihould  conde- 
fcend  to  notice  thefe  ltri£lures,  perhaps 
he  will  fav,  '<  You  do  not  ftate  fairly->—

(Comes  Richmont*),  his  favourites. 

This  manor  did  not  continue  long 
alitnaied  from  the  fee  of  Durham,  King 
Henry  I.  by  his  charter  mrikini;  reUitu- 
tion  thereof,  with  other  lands  of  which 
the  Bi(hop  t«f  Durham  had  been  dif- 
feized  >.  Bifhop  Flambird  was  a  great 
favourite  with  King  William  Rufus, 
but  in  difgrace  with  his  fucctHor  until 
the  compromife  with  Duke  Robert  took 
place,  when  he  was  rrccifcd  into  favour*. 

By  ftveral  records  it  is  flattd,  that 
the  Bi(hop  of  Durham  ihould  hold  all 
fleas  within  the  liberty  of  Howden, 
%vhich  he  held  within  his  county  pala- 
tine, pitas  of  the  Crown  excepted  i  and 
that  he  (liuuld  have  there  return  of 
writs,  and  other  franchises  s. 

In  the  pleas  of  ^wo  Warranto  the  bi- 
ihop  claimed,  in  the  8th  king  Edward  I, 
that  he  had  a  right  toexercil'e  in  this  li- 
berty all  fucli  juiifdiftion  as  the  king 
held  clfcwhere,  except  in  p!cas  of  the 
Crown  ;  infilling  that  the  f  jccclTots  of 
8t.  Cuthbert  held  all  roy.-il  liberties  and 
frauchlfcs  therein  tiom  the  time  of  the 
grant. 


Bifliop  Lewis  Beaumont  demifed  to 
certain  foreign  merchants,  called  m  the 
records  Alienigtnii^  but  of  what  country 
not  eaiily  determined,  his  manors  of 
Allerton,  Howden,  and  Richall,  f«r  a 
term  of  ten  ycais^.

To  free  the  town  from  robberies  wai 


*793»  except  in  a  very  few  inftances, 
moft  of  which  on  enquiry  were  found 
to  be  miftakes.  Inde<d,  the  number  of 
reputed  thieves  (mofl  of  them  of  the 
cafl  commonly  fiyled  gentlemen- pick- 
pockets) apprehended  by  the  police  of- 
ficers has  been  fo  confiderabfe,  that  it 
has  terrified  that  a£Vive  fet  of  men  from 
their  ufual  employment^  and  in  fome 
inOances  may,  perhaps,  have  driTca 
them  to  more  rioicnt  courfes. 

The  beggars  of  London  are  innume* 
rable,  and  feem,  in  fpire  of  every  dif- 
couragement,  to  revive  like  the  headt 
of  the  hydra.

To  annihilate  this  proceeding,  by 
bringing  into  the  adminiftration  of  ju(- 
tice  a  fet  -of  refpeftable  independeiM 
f  entlemen,  was  certainly  one  of  the  Brft 
objedls  of  the  new  police  ;  and  fo  effec- 
tually'has  it  even  already  fucceeded, 
that  the  felfions  held  for  Middlefex  and 
for  Wefl minder,  in  the  months  of  Ja- 
nuary, February,  and  April,  which  in 
the  year  1792  had  2673  recognizances, 
for  various  difpures  and  oflfences,  re- 
turned to  the  clerks  of  the  peace  by  the 
inagiilrate$f  had,  in  the  year  1793,  at 
the  fatne  ielfions,  only  1247;  a  ciilTe- 
renceof  1426  recognizances  in  the  Ihort 
fpace  of  a  very  few  months.

Of  .Horace  it  may  be  obfcrved,  that, 
amongft  his  other  imitations  cf  Pindar, 
be  has  not  fpaied  to  follow  his  exam* 
pte  in  this  hatardous  pra^ice.  In  im« 
mediate  comparijian  with  his  great  ori- 
ginal he  -fpeakt  indeed  of  himiclf  with 
equal  mode  Ay  and  elegance :

The  lafl  odes  of  the  fe* 
cond  and  of  the  third  book  are  pro* 
fefledly  dedicated  to  his  o«a  praifet*

fame  daring  flii^ht,  as  he  defcribes  Pin*

The  amiable  modcHy  of  the  iaft  ap- 
pears to  f^reac  advantage,  when  con- 
tratted  with  the  inflated  arrogance  of 
the  two  preceding.  Nor  are  thcie  want- 
ed inftanccs  amongft  other  poets,  where 
the  wclUrarned  piide  of  Horace  it  af- 
fumed  wiih  the  greatefc  delicacy,  and 
moft  artfal  management.  Amongfc 
thefe  the  firft,  which'  claims  our  atten- 
tion, is  from  the  great  fa;hcr  oF  poetry 
himfelf.  The  fourth  book  of  the  Iliad 
concludes  with  the  foDouing  lines  r

Greek  language  Ihould  happen  to  read 
tfiit  paflage  as  it  is  read  in  the  cranfla- 
tion,  he  may,  perhaps,  be  at  a  lofs  to 
difcoverhow  in  any  degree  it  appliea 
to  the  purpofe  for  which  it  is  here  ad* 
duccd.  .The  leading,  idea  contained  ill 
the  words  1^9  ONOSASaAI,  «ntfc 
which  we  are  imnedintely  cooccme^« 
and  which,  indeed,  istheprineipal  tde« 
intended  to  be  imprefled,  is  fe  faintl]^ 
traasfufed,  or  rather  fo  much  obfrured 
by  the  tntroduAioa  of  quaint  conceits 
and  prettincflei,  that  the  fentence,  at 
it  now  Aands,  will  (carcely  Aipport  the 
obfervationt  which  are  meant  to  b^ 
buih  upon  it*  Nor  is  this,  thtnigh  at 
prefenc  the  moft  material,  the  only  de* 
u€t  in  the  tendering  of  thefe  beautiful 
lines.  It  cannot  have  efcaped  even  the 
mod  earelefs  obferver  how  much  the 
pathos  of  the  two  concluding  verfes^ 
where  the  contending  parties  are  in  Ho«

In  Homer  nothing  is  eafual,  nothing

Homer  himfclf  feems  to  have-  been 
fond  of  this  idea ;  fo  that  we  h^ve  it  a 
very  few  lines  preceding.

In  thefe  lines  then,  as  they  are  thus 
recalled  to  the  original  meaning  of  their 
author^  is,  it  is  fufpe£ted,  obliquely  in* 
iinuated  by  the  poet  an  eulogy  on  his 
own  roafterly  execution  in  the  preceding 
defcriptioo.  The  Commentary  of  Eu* 
iUthius  evidently  leads  to  this  artfully- 
concealed  meaning ;  though  I  do  not 
recoiled,  thit  it  has  been  intimated  by 
any  other  commentator.  Confcioui, 
£iyt  the  learned  prelate,  of  his  own 
power,  and  knowing  (agreeably  to  the 
fentiment  of  the  Roman  Hiftorian,  & 
quift€iri^  ftf  qui  mlhrmmfaSa  Jcripftn 
multi  laudantur^)  that  it  is  not  lefs  glo- 
rious, nor  requiring  lefs  of  ability  and 
exertion  to  defcribe  great  anions,  than 
to  perform  them,  the  Poet  concludea 
this  book  with  the  lines  quoted  above.

His  argumenta 
were  chiefly  grounded  on  tbofe  of  Judgo  ' 
filackflone,  who  fays,  that  *'  Nothing^ 
ought  to  be  more  guarded  againft,  ia 
a  free  ftate,  than  making  the  miliiary 
power,  when  fuch  an  one  is  neceifary  10 
be  kept  on  foot,  a  body  /m  difiimdfr^m 
thi  peofili.  Like  ours,  it  (hould  wholly 
be  compofed  of  natural  fubjt^ls ;  it 
ought  only  to  be  cnlilled  for  a  ilkort  and 
limited  time;  the  foldiers  alfo  ihould 
live  interi.Hxed  with  the  people;  no  fe* 
parAce  camp,  no  barracks,  nuinlaod  for* 
trclTes  ihuuld  be  allowed,  and  perhapa 
it  might  be  fli  1  better,  if,  by  difmiliing 
a  dated  number,  and  cnltfliag  others  at 
every  renewal  of  their  term,  a  circula- 
tioa  could  be  kept  up  between  the  army 
and  the  people,  and  the  citizen  and  fol- 
dier  be  more  intimately  connefted  toge* 
thcr."  He  concluded  by  moving,  "That 
the  uniform  and  pcrlcveiing  oppoHrioA 
made  by  our  aacellors  to  the  ere^ion 
of  barracks  was  founded  on  a  ju(l  un* 
derftandmg  of  the  true  principles  of  our 
excellent  ConRitution,  and  founded  up* 
on  high  and  legal  authoiities,  whofe  § e* 
corded  opinions  were,  that  foldiers  fhould 
be  quartered  with  the  people— and  that 
no  camps— no  harracks-*no  ifland  for* 
titications,— could  be  permitted  with 
fafety  to  the  liberties  of  the  people."

were  read.  It  was  propofed,  as  an  aJdi- 
tional  article,  to  call  M.  Ducache,  Chai^^ 
des  Aflbires  from  the  Court  of  Vienna,  to 
tlie  negotiations,  hccaufe  the  Emperor  had 
guarantied  ths  treaty  of  (775.  To  give  time; 
for  examining  tliis  amendmenr,  the  Diet  ad- 
journed to  July  id,  when  the  debates  on  the 
delegation  were  renewed ;  and  to  get  rid  uf 
a  difcuHiiHi,  which  the  longer  it  was  purfutd 
became  the  more  embari'alfed,  it  was  unani- 
muiifly  agreed  to  adjourn  tlie  Diet  to  Uie 
ifrhof  July.

As  tlie  Conventional  Articles  do  not 
paniculorly  point  out  the  fpet  or  fpots  of 
land  which  the  fubjedls  of  Britain  ware  uil'-> 
poifelfed  of,  it  was  neoefbry^  on  the  part 
of  his  excellency  Signor  Don  Juan  da  Qua- 
dra, to  determine  their  fituation  and  exicnty 
from  the  beil  evidence  it  was  in  his  power 
to  olicain.

The  caprain  of  the  Cleopatra  was  interred 
onSoiKLiy  evening,  June  23,  in  the  church- 
yard at  Portfniouth,  attended  only  by  Ids 
own  officers.  An  immenfe  crowd  of  people 
covered  the  ftreets  from  the-  beac!i  to  the 
place  of  inierment.  This  brave  man's  not 
being  laid  1:1  the  ^arth  with  militar}'  honoui's, 
which  his  coiidufl  fo  higlily  mentei),  was  by 
ao  cxpref^  onler  from  Government. 

Tlte  infciiption  upon  l^is  cofiln  ivas  dila- 
ted by  them,  and  is  as  follows*:

Vfymevth,  Jufy  17.  This  morning,  bet  ween

pcdled  down  ;  b-.',  fo  flrong  was  tin*  cement 
of  the  mjteri.iU  U  ci  nhfted  o»,  th;ii  the 
united  ctfo'tM  ot  2co  men  were  fcarc^ly  fuf- 
ficie-t  to  accom[>Ufh  it.  Wlicn  it  fell,  its 
weight  was  lo  immcnfe  that  the  ground 
Ihook  for  a  confidtiable  di(\;.ncc  roi.nJ.  It 
is  compofed  of  ctialk  and  Hint  iniucgul.ir 
by  erf,  cemented  fo  firmly,  as  to  be  nearly 
a«  hard  as  a  h>I:d  ri>tk.

obliterated  before  it  came  to  the  DoAor's 
hands.  The  Atnation  of  So'iibing  is  unknown ; 
bat,  from  the  date  of  the  nore,  it  is  fuppqfed 
Chat  the  Nf  njor  was  far  advanced  on  his  way 
to  Tombu<ttoo.  The  note  contained  infor- 
mation ih'it  this  adventurous  traveller  was  in 
good  health,  but  Ind  been  robl  ed  of  all  his 
goods.  If  the  Mai  )r  furvives  this  expedition, 
we  may  foon  expedl  an  accour.t  of  the  great 
inland  empire,  and  fpiendid  c.ty  <^f  Houllak, 
of  which  fach  wonders  are  related  by  the 
Moorf.  But  it  is  much  to  be  feared  that  this 
geographical  miHionary  lias  met  with  an  un- 
timely fate. 

Some  travellers  lately  arrived  from  Mal- 
donado  md  Muntiviedo,  poli'elhons  belong- 
ing to  tlie  SpanLirds  in  South  America,  le- 
late  a  fingular  phenomenon  which  took 
place  in  the  river  de  la  Plata,  in  the  month 
uf  April  laft.  The  w.iters  of  the  river 
were  forced,  by  a  moft  impetuous  itorm  oC 
wind,  to  the  diftance  of  ten  leagues,  fo  that 
the  neigl>ouring  plains  were  entirely  inuh- 
daCcd,  and  the  bed  of  the  river  left  dry- 
Ships  which  liad  been  funk  in  the  river  (ior 
upwards  of  thirty  years,  were  nnvovcred; 
and,  among  others,  an  Lngliih  vefi'cl,  wliich 
w;'s  ctll  away  in  the  ycir  1-62.  Several 
perfons  repaired  to  the  bed  of  the  river,  on 
which  they  could  walk  withu-.it  welting 
their  f«-ct,  and  returned  loaded  wtli  fdver 
and  other  richeF,  wl.iuh  had  long  been  bu- 
ried under  the  water.  Thif  phamomenon^ 
whi<.h  may  be  r^niked  among  the  grand 
revolutions  if  Nature,  continued  three  tiays  ; 
at  the  end  of  wh'ch  the  wind  ceafcd,  and  the 
water  returned  with  great  violence  to  its 
natural  bed.

Having  been  upon 
the  Aations  in  the  Weft  Indies,  he  felt  a  de- 
lire  of  fcrving  in  the  Eaft ;  and,  applying 
f(«r  a  Ihip  going  to  that  quaiter  of  the  globe, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
PheeniXy  and  (ailed  with  a  fmall  fquadron 
under  Commodore  ConiwaHi;:,  early  in  the 
year  1789'  Ever  a£)ive,  he  fought  the  firft 
occafion  of  afliifling  in  the  war  againlt  Tip- 
poo  Saib|  and,  at  the  very  outfet,  rendered  a 
fignal  fervice,  by  intercepting  the  Sultan's 
tranfports  loaded  with  military  (lores.  After 
this  he  diAinguifhtd  himfelf  by  landing  foroe 
of  his-cannon,  and  leading  a  party  of  his  men 
ID  affift  in  reducing  one  of  the  enemy's  for- 
trefTes  on  the  coaft  of  Nf  alabar }  for  u  hich 
lervice  he  was  publicly  applauded  in  the  of- 
ficial accounts  that  were  fent  home.  Un- 
fortunately, he  fell  a  viAim  to  his  alacrity  in 
this  war.  When  Gen.  Abercrombie  was  on 
his  march  towards  Seringapatam,  the  (hip 
iK'hich  Capt.  B.  commanded  lay  ott'  the 
xnouih  of  a  river,  up  which  his  afli fiance 
vas  required  to  convey  a  part  of  the  army, 
and  it  was  necelTary  that  he  (hould  have  an 
in:erview  with  the  General.  At  tiietime 
the  inier\'iew  was  to  take  place,  it  blew 
frefh,  and  there  was  a  heavy  fea  on  tlie  bar 
of  the  river ;  but  the  fervice  required  expe- 
dition, and  danger  difappeared  before  hts 
eagernefs.  A  fea  broke  upon  the  boat,  and 
overfet  her.  In  rifmg,  the  gunwale  of  the 
boat  ftruck  him  twice  violently  upon  the 
breaft ;  and,  when  he  was  taken  up,  it  was 
not  ^ippofed  be  could  furvive  the  (hock  he 
h.id  fullained.  He  was,  however,  for  a  time 
redored  to  life ;  but  he  was  no  more  to  be 
rellored  to  his  country.  The  faculty  did 
ivhat  they  could  to  prefcrve  him,  and  then 
ordered  him  to  EngLind,  rather  hoping  than 
believing  he  could  efcn|>c  fo  far  with  life.

By  the  abilities 
and  talents  wliich  he  difplayeil,  he  piovcd 
himfflf  worthy  to  fit  in  the  chair  which  had 
been  filled  by  the  celebrated  Lawrence  Dun- 
das.  Having  acquired  a  competent  fnrton::, 
he  retired  from  public  life,  expeMing  to 
fpcnd  the  evening  of  his  days  in  enfti  and 
comf.iit.  But  the  premature  de^h  of  hit 
only  furviving  fon,  the  late  eminent  Gilbert 
Stuart,  LL.D.  who  was  lod  to  him  and  to 
the  literary  world  in  1786,  and,  lately,  larae 
other  domedic  calamities,  paiticularly  tlie 
death  of  an  excellent  wife,  loft  him  difcon« 
folate  and  forlorn.  His  numerous  pupils^ 
many  of  whom  it  was  his  delight  to  befriend, 
and  to  recommend  to  comfortable  (ituation% 
will  lament  that  the  clofe  of  his  life  was  em« 
bittered  with  rorn)w.

fome  provifion  for  the  inftru6tton  ot 
fuch  of  the  naiit^es  of  Uindoftao  as  wi(h- 
ed  to  be  inftruflcd  in  the  principles  and 
precepts  of  the  Chriftiao  religion.  He 
reprobattd  the  do6lrme  that  had  been 
maintained  in  the  debates  at  the  India- 
houfe,  that  all  religions  weie  alike,  and 
that  It  was  no  concern  of  ours,  nor  of 
any  importance  to  the  Hindoos,  whc* 
ther  ihcy  wcic  Jews,  Mahometans,  Pa- 
gans, or  Chrifti  ins.  He  contended,  on 
the  contrary,  thr^t  th^re  was  as  much 
difference  between  ChriAianity  and 
every  other  religion  in  the  world  as  be- 
tween light  and  daiknets,  between  ttuth

IN  your  Magazine,  p.  616,  is  a  letter 
iigned  Phacdo,  fome  parts  of  which  £ 
have  read  with  much  fatisfaflion.

ON  Wednefdiyy  Sept.  13, 1769,  be- 
tween  three  and  ft^r  o'clock  io  the 
afternoon,   I  went  into  a  little  wood 
called  North  wood  fide  (Gtuated  between 
two  and  three  mites  to  the  N;W.  of 
6U(gow)  with  a  defigh  to  jrather  a  few 
htzcl-nuts.     I  think  that  1  could  not 
have  been   In  the   wood  more  than  a 
qoarter  of  an  hour,  nor  have  gathered 
More  than  ten  nuts,  before  I  unforru* 
aitely  fell  into  an  old  coal-pit,  exa^lfy 
ievcnteen  yards  deep,  which  had  been 
made  through  %  folid  rock,     l  was  fome 
little  time  in  fen  fib!  e.     Upon  recovering 
my  rccolledion,  l' found  myfelf  fitting 
(nearly  as  a  tailor  docs  at  his  work), 
die  blood  flowing  pretty  fift  from  my 
laouih  ;  «nd  I  thought  that  I  had  bro- 
ken a  blood-veiTel,    and  confcqucntly 
hid  not  long  to  lire  1   hot,  to  my  gieat 
comfort^    I    foon  difcovercd    that    the 
blood  proceeded  from  a  wound  in  my 
tongue,  which   I  fuppofed  I  had  bitten 
in  my  fall.     Looking  at  my  watch  (it 
Wis  ten  minutes  paft  four),  and  getting 
up,  I  furteyed  my  iimbk,  and  to  my  io- 
cxpreflible  joy  found  that  not  one  was 
broken.     I  was  foon  reconciled  to  my 
ruuation,   having   from   my  childhood 
thought  that  fomcthing  very  extraordi- 
BSry  was  m  happen  to  me  in  the  courfe 
of  my  life ;    and  I  had  not  the  lead 
doubt  of  being  relieved  in  the  morning  ; 
for,  the  wood  being  but  fmall,  and  fi- 
toated  near  a  populous  city,  it  is  much 
frequented,   efpecially  jn   the  nutting- 
ftafon,  and  there  are  feveral  foot  paths 
leading  through  it. 

Night  DOW  approached,  when  it  began 
•<*  rain,  not  in  gentle  Ihowcrs,  but  in 
torrents  of  water,  fuch  as  is  generally 
experienced  at  the  autumnal  equinox, 
^he  pit  I  had  failen  inte  was  about 
five  feec  in  diameter  j  but,  not  having 
"<en  worked  for  fever^l  years,  the  fub- 
terraneao  palTn^/s  wcie  choked  up,  To 
that  I  was  expolcd  to  the  rain,  which 
continued,  with  very  fmall  intermif- 
ft"**,  till  the  day  of  my  relcafc;  and, 
'odeed,  io  a  very  fhoit  time,  1  was 
*onipJt(cly  vvti  through.  In  this  com- 
foitlefj  condicion  I  endeavoured  to  take 
J<»nje  repofe.  A  forked  ftick  that  1 
found  in  the  pit,  and  which  I  placed 
dwigonally  to  the  fidt  of  ic,  fcrved  alter- 
fis^fly  to  fuppoit  my  head  as  a  pillow, 
^BtiT.  Mag,  Jtt£'»/f,  179S' 
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or  my  bodv  oecafiontlly,   which  wat 
much  bruifcd  1  but,  in  the  whole  tithe 
I  remained  here,  1  do  not  think  that  I ' 
ever  flept  one  hour  together.    Having 
petted  a  Tcry  difagreeable  and  tedious 
night,  I  was  foinewhat  cheered  with 
the  appetrance  of  day-light,  and  the 
melody  of^a  robin- red breafl  that  had 
perched  dire£lly  over  the  mouth  of  the 
pit)  and  this  pretty  little  warbler  con* 
tinued  to  Vifit  my  quarters  every  moro« 
log  during  my  confinement  $  which  I. 
conflrued  into  a  happy  omen  of  my  fu*  ' 
ture  deliverance;  and  I  (ince^ly  believe' 
the  truft  I  had  in  Providence,'  and  (h« 
company  of  this  little  bird,  contributed 
much  to  that  ferenity  of  miiid  I  con- 
flantly  enjoyed  to  the  laft.    At  the  dif^ 
tance  of  about  100  yards,  in  a  direft 
line  from  the  pit,  there  was  a  water- 
mill.    The  miller's  houfe  was  nearer 
to  me,  and  the  road  to  the  mill  was  fltU 
nearer.     I  cquld   frequently  heaf  the 
borfes  going  this  road  to  and  from  the 
mill  I  frcquently-I  heard  human  voices  | 
and  I  could  didinflly  hear  the  ducks 
and  hens  about  the  mill.     1  made  the 
bed  u(e  of  my  voice  on  every  occafion  ; 
but  it  was  to  no  manner  of  purpofc;  for,* 
the  wind,  which  was  confiantly  high, 
blew  in  a  line  from  the  mill  to  the  pit, 
which  eafily  accounts  for  what  I  heard; 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  my  voice  was 
carried  the  contrary  way.     I  cannot  (ay 
I  fufFered  much  from  hunger.     After 
two  or  three  days  thit  appetite  cealcd  ; 
but   my   thirlt    was    intolerable;    and, 
though  it  almoft  conftantly  rained,  yet 
I  could  not  till  the  third  or  fourth  day 
prcferve  a  drop  of  it,  as  the  earth  at  the 
bottom  of  the  pit  fucked  it  up  as  faft  as 
it  ran  down.     In  this  diftrefs  I  fucked 
my  cloaths;  but  from  them  I  could  ex- 
tr.i£l  but  little  moiilure.     Tne  fiiuck  I 
receiv/H  in  the  fall,  together  with  the 
didocation  of  one  of  my  ribs,  kept  mc, 
I  imagine,  in  a  continual  fever;   I  can- 
not oiherwile  account  for  my  fufTeriog 
fo  much  more  from  thirll  thah  I  did 
from  hunger.     Ac  lad  1  difcovered  the 
thigh-bone  of  a  bull   (which,  I  after- 
wards hcaid,    had   falieu   into   the    pit 
about  eighteen  years  before  mc),  almoll 
covered  with  rhe  earth,     i  dug  it  up; 
and  the  Sarsfc  eod  of  it  left  a  cavuy  that, 
I  fuppofe,  might  contain  a  quart.    This 
the  water  gradually  dramed  into,  but  fo 
very  ilo^vly,  that  it  was  a  confiderabie 
time  before  I  could  dip  a  nut-lhcll  tulL 
at  a  time;  which   I  emptied   into  the 
paim  of' my  hand,  aud  \o  'U^kuVLw..

^reat  quantities  of  reptiles,  fuch  as 
frogs,  toads,  large  black  fnails,  or  ftugs; 
&c.  Thefe  noxious  creatures  would 
frequently  crawl  about  roe,  and  often 
got  into  my  refervoir;  neverthelefs,  I 
thoueht  it  the  fweeteft  water  I  had  ever 
ufted  ;  and  at  this  didance  of  time  the 
remembrance  of  it  is  fo  fweet,  that* 
were  it  now  poflible  to  obtain  any  of  it, 
I  am  fure  1  could  fwallow  it  with  avi- 
dity* I  have  frequently  tsken  both 
frogs  and  toads  out  of  my  neck,  where, 
I  (uppofe,  they  took  ihelrer  while  I 
ilept.  The  toads  I  always  deflroyed, 
Init  the  frogs  I  carefully  preferved,  as  I 
did  not  know  but  I  might  be  under  the 
Beceflity  of  eating  them,  which  I  (bould 
aot  have  ferupled  to  have  done  had  I 
been  very  hungry.

nil  my  might,  bnt  it  was  all  in  vain, 
though  1  afterwards  learned  that  they 
ndually  heard  me$  but,  being  prepof- 
feffed  with  an  idle  ftory  of  a  wild  man 
being  in  the  wood,  they  nn  aivay  af- 
frighted. 

Sunday,  the  17th,  was  my  birth-day, 
when  I  completed  my  forty- firft  year ; 
and  I  think  it  was  the  next  day  that 
fome  of  my  acquaintance,  having  acci- 
dentally heard  that  1  had  gone  the  way 
I  did,  rent  two  or  three  porters  out  pur- 
pofely  to  feareh  the  pits  for  me.  Thefc 
men  went  to  the  miller's  houfe,  and 
made  enquiry  for  me;  but,  on  account 
of  the  very  great  rain  at  the  time,  they 
never  entered  the  wood,  but  cruelly  ru- 
turned  to  their  employers,  telling  tbem 
they  had  fearched  the  pit,  and  that  1 
was  not  to  be  found.  Many  people  in 
my  difmal  iituation  would,  no  doubt, 
have  died  with  defpair;  but,  I  thank 
God,  I  enjoyed  a  per  fed  (erenity  of 
mind;  Co  much  fo,  that  in  theTuefday 
afternoon,  and  when  I  had  been  nx 
nights  in  the  pit,  I  very  compofediy 
(by  wayof  amufement)  combed  my  wig 
en  my  knee,  humming  a  tune,  and 
thinking  of  Archer  in  the  *<  Beaux 
Stratagem."

Uobdy  BT  legt  were  much  fwelled  and 
benumbed.  Some  of  my  friends,  obfer* 
vbg  tbiiy  propofed  to  fend  to  Glargo%v 
for  medical  advice.    I  at  firft  declined 
it|  and  happy  had  it  been  for  roe  if  I 
bad  purfued  my  own  inclinatioos ;  bur, 
oafortanately  for  me,  a  phyfician  and 
furgeon  were  employed,  both  of  them 
ignorant  of  what  ovght  to  have  been 
done.    Inflead  of  ordering  my  legs  into 
^d  water,   or  rubbing  them  with   a 
coarfe  towel,  to  bring  on  a  gradual  cir- 
culation, they  applied  hot  bricks  and 
large  poultices  to  my  feet.     This,  by 
etpandiog  the  blood-veifcls   too  fud- 
denly,  put  me  to  much  greater  torture 
than  I  ever  enduied  in  my  life,  and  not 
only  prevented  me  enjoying  that   re* 
frtming  deep  I  fo  much  wanted,  but 
afiually  produced    a    mortification    in 
both  my  ftet.     I  dc  not  mean,  by  re- 
lating thit  circumftance,  to  reflet  uc 
the  faculty  in  general  at  Glafgow  ;  for, 
I  wat  afterwards  attended  by  gendemeu 
who  are  ap  honour  to  the  profetHon. 
The  (ame  method  was  purfued  fur  fe- 
deral days,  without  even  giving  me  the 
bark  nil  1  mentioned  it  myfeU.

In  this  painful  ftate  I  lay 
fevcral  months,  reduced  to  a  mere  fke* 
leton,  taking  thirty  drops  of  laudanum 
every  night ;  and,  though  it  fomewhat 
eafed  the  pain  in  my  foot,  it  was  gene- 
rally three  or  four  in  the  rooming  be- 
fore I  got  any  reft.  My  fituation  now 
became  truly  alarming;  I  had  a  con- 
futation of  furgeons,  who  advifed  me 
to  wait  with  patience  for  an  exfoliation, 
when  they  h»d  not  the  leaft  doubt  but 
they  fliould  foon  cure  my  foot.  At  the 
fame  tiro«  they  frankly  acknowledged 
that  it  was  impoflible  to  afcertain  che 
precife  time  when  that  would  happen  , 
as  ic  might  be  fix,  or  even  twelve, 
months,  before  it  came  to  paft.  In  my 
emaciated  condition  I  was  certain  that 
it  was  not  pofiible  for  me  to  hold  out 
half  the  time;  and,  knowing  that  I 
muA  be  a  very  great  cripple  with  the 
lofi  of  my  heel-bone,  I  came  ro  a  de- 
termined refolution  to  haye  my  leg  ta- 
ken off,  and  appointed  the  very  next 
day  for  the  operation  i  but  no  furgeon 
came  near  me.  I  Ancerely  believe  they 
wiihed  to  perform  a  cuic)  but  being,  at 
I  thought,  the  bcft  judge  of  my  owa 
feelings,  I  was  refoUed  this  time  to  be 
guided  by  my  own  opinion ;  according- 
ly, on  the  xd  of  May,  1770,  my  leg 
was  taken  off  a  little  below  the  knee.

Two  Months  Tour  ih  Scotland. 
(Concluded  fr^m  p,  51 3-) 

THOUGH  the  month  of  July  wtit 
now  ctmcluded,  and  though  the 
ratives  of  Invernefs  were  inclined  to 
compliment  the  feafon  on  account  of  its 
jj^tniai  warmth,  I  fmind  my  apartment 
chill  and  com  fort  lefs  without  h  Hre  at 
bre^kfaft-rime  and  fupper,  peat  is  the 
vfuil,  and,  I  believe,  almoft  the  pnly, 
fuel  to  be  met  with  here,  g^ininj;  ad- 
mliion  even  into  the  drawing  rooms 
and  dreiring-rOt>ms  of  famit  es  of  the 
firfl  tank  and  lafhion  in  thefe  neigh- 
hiiurliooJs  :  it  4ft,  however,  of  a  pretty 
grod  forr,  and,  after  a  little  ufe,  of  no 
very  uA^nlive  fmell.  But  whatever,  in 
point  of  warmth,  may  be  wanting  to 
the  fommer  in  thit  climate,  is  abun- 
dantly made  up  to  it  in  daylight,  there 
hcinj;  Itcerally  no  pofitive  night  during 
t^c  foitnight,  nearly,  that  I  refided 
heic,  nor  were  the  twilights  at  any 
titne  (o  obfcure  but  that  I  could  eafily 
liave  read  any  common  print;  and  yet, 
it  ftems,  the  heiglit  of  the  luminous 
fc^fon  had  been  piit  about  a  fortnight 
bc'foie  our  commg. 

Of  'the  inhabitjiiti  of  Tnvernefs  the 
imprtflion   leniaming   on   my  mind  is, 

■  time  they  were  a  (eniible,  civilized,  and 
fvber  people  {  decent  in  their  dicis,  dif- 
erect  in  tluir  converfation,  and,  though 
commeuddbly  frugal,  by  no  means  ine- 
legant, in  their  mode  of  enitnainment. 
TUrir  brckktai^,  indeed,  as  ik  the  caie, 
I  believe,  through  ail  the  North  of 
Sc«)t'aod,  was  rather  too  c»'ft  y,  abun- 
dant, and  fubftiniial,  confifting  <«f  con- 
fervas of  various  kinds,  e^gs,  dried  tifh, 
hnrn,  hunj;  beef,  and,  together  wi:h  the 
tc«i  anJ  c'rfce,  the  dangerous  addition 
<if'  Hit^tl  e<(  vv<«teis.  It  will  readily  be 
c;.\MC-.i'ed  that  1  dc(cribe  a  biiakfall  to 
ivhtch   I   was  tnv:tcd,  and,  as   reaJily, 

iJjse  n  exceeded  ihc  pcepst'diioa  uf  a 


mere  domfHic  meal  ;  it  doubtlefs  was 
intended  to  do  honour  to  a  ftranger; 
and  gratitude  compels  me  tocoofcfs  my 
obligations,  not  only  to  the  gentleman 
who  fhewed  me  this  mark  of  refpe^, 
but  to  feveral  others  alfo,  for  their  ho« 
fpitalities,  attentions,  and  ufeful  iofor* 
maiion. 

My  friends  at  length  returned  to  me 
from  their  expedition  through  Caith* 
ncfs  to  the 

Ni^  ra  littora,  Tbyles^  S  T  A  T I V  s  ; 
or,  in  vulgar  language,  Johnny  Groats't 
houfe;  which,  in  fpite  of  fatigura,  and 
ill  accommodations,  unequalled,  I  %i^ 
prehend,  by  any  we  experienced  in  com- 
pany, their  perfeveripg  fpirits,  vivacity, 
and  good-humour,  had  made  at  amu- 
fing  to  them  as  their  narratives  rendered 
it  afterwards  agreeable  to  me.  But 
with  thit  extrehifty  of  our  i(Uod  having 
made  no  experimental  or  perrooal  ac- 
quaintance, it  wiU  readily  be  allowed 
me,  doubtlefs,  not  to  pretend  to  de« 
fcribe  it 

Leaving  Invernefs,  where  our  horlet 
h^d  enjoyed  a  mod  leficfhing  reH  (my 
friends  having  perfoimed  their  journey 
abtivemcntioned  on  others  hired  for  rhe 
purpufe,  of  lefs  weight,  hardier,  and, 
betides,  accudomed  to  the  rough  wayt 
and  frequent  quagmiren  of  Ciithnefs), 
we  turned  our  faces  Wefttvard,  and, 
after  (kirting  along  the  Nefs  for  about 
(ix  miles,  reached  the  Nonh-eaft  extre* 
mity  of  the  loch,  whence  that  river 
draws  both  its  waters  and  its  name.  » 

It  has  already  heen  recommended  to 
travellers  through  countiics  fuch  as  thii 
to  flop  occafionaily,  and  tutn  their  eyes 
towards  the  quarter  whence  thty  came, 
the  fcencry  varying  at  almoft  every 
ftep,  and  the  mountains  perpetoally 
fo  ming  ihemfelvcs  into  fielh  arrange* 
ments;  fome,  as  tt  were,  w\thdratving, 
others  piclfmg  forward,  and  all  exhi- 
biting ihemjclves  in  new  and  unexpeQ«d 
points  of  view.

The  fl  lb  which  covers  the  tomb  ud« 
doubledly  h^s  either  been  a  blank,  or  it 
if  modern;  iax^  the  irifcriptiob,  inOead 
of  reidnf;  acroft  the  t'jp,  \%  placed 
lengrhwdys;  and,  befides,  it  records  the 
rcpairv.  It  is  probab*e»  if  theie  haa 
bten  one,  fome  of  the  alterations  haTC 
betn  fatal  to  it.  What  follows  appears 
to  have  been  placed  there  in  1783,  as 
the  p<int  if  quite  frcfli :

Whether  or  lo  this  mo- 
nument has  been  from  the  ti'it  in  its 
piefeiit  taOcf  is  to  me  very  doubtful  : 

I 
have  (ecu  many  tombs  of  fcunders  of 
chanceU,  atlet,  &c«  where  (as  is  com- 
mon) niches  hive  been  Itfc  in  the  wall 
for  them,  with  the  aich  or  rccet^  orna* 
menred,  and  merely  a  clutl:r  of  pilla  a 
or  moulding  on  the  Ades  and  top.  May 
it  not  have  been  the  cnfe  with  thin  ?  and 
may  not  the  modem  chimney-piece.

blance,  have  been  placed  a^ainft  it  ? 
The  Gothic  is  licht  and  elegant }  the 
Grecian  is  very  welt,  but  ra'her  heavy. 
However,  I  do  not  wifb  to  obtrude  my 
me;e  conjectures  as  poluive  aliLrtions. 
I  will  add,  that,  upon  an  artrn'ive  exa« 


chafed  a  libiary^  the  value  of  which  is 
Ik'd  to  be  ivortji  more  than  tool.  A* 
Botag  hit  books  are  Chaiiibefs*s  D  Aio* 
aar¥{  different  Htftoriet  of  England  t 
Matuhil  Philorophy,  and -Natural  Hil- 
tory  of  the  Kingdom  ;  Bioi^raphies ; 
Geographies}  all  chiefly  purchafcd  in 
sumbersi  the  Gentleman's  Magazine, 
bouad  up,  which  hehatcbnftantly  read 
for  40  years  pall.  He  is  not  only  his 
own  BiH>k binder,  but  alfo  the  Book* 
^  binder  ^or  the  neighbourhood. 

His  houle  is  the  general  refort  of  the 
literary  men  in  the  village,  who  meet 
cither  to  receive  information  from  the 
Villaee  Ncftor  or  from  his  books.  Be 
fidet  being  a  Weaver  and  Boekbindert 
he  oiakea  his  owd  looms,  and  has  made 
fcveral  for  the  neighbourhood.  He 
has  been  enabed  to  build  three  cottages, 
in  a  aiche  of  one  of  which  is  placed  a 
baft  of  hinfelf  fiom  a  likenefs  taken  in 
plafler,  aad  from  which  a  flriking  re- 
lemblance  was  cut  by  an  ingenious  me- 
cbanick  (Henry  Wilde),  who  was  alfo 
an  excellent  workman. 

Mr.  John  Agecroft  is  a  felf-t^u^ht 
genius,  h'lving  little,  if  any,  inftruc- 
tions  acquired  from  others  either  in 
readin^r  or  witting.  He  i>  now  near  the 
age  of  75,  Aout,  hale,  (liorg,  and  ualks 
remarkably  upiight*,  with  a  dt-gree  of 
agility  ftldom  foaad  in  a  perfon  of  his 
age.

On  the  i9th»'ao 
ofiicer  belonging  to  tht<  fleet  in  the  liarbour 
was  wounded;  the  Commodore  applied  to 
the  ConAmiflfioners  for  redr«  (is,  w!u>  appeared 
in  every  cafe  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  th.c  com- 
plaints of  the  Whites,  and  to  (heller,  in  every 
inlhuice,  the  Mulattoes.  The  Admirals  of 
the  fleet,  upon  finding  the  want  of  fuccefs  of 
the  CnromoJore's  application,  called  on  the 
CommHiioners  themfclves,  but  without  ob- 
taining fatis&Aion. 

They  then,  on  the  lotb,  drew  up  tlieir 
fliips,  fo  as  to  cover  tlie  tou  n,  with  their 
broadhdes  to  it,  and  fprii)g$  on  their  cables ; 
the  red  flag  was  hoifted  on  bimrd  the  Admi- 
ral"^ (hip,  and  a  fignal-gun  fired,  upon  which 
the  Captains  of  aU  the  (hips  of  war  repaired 
on  board  the  Admiral's.  In  confequence  of 
the  plan  laid  in  that  Council,  at  three  o'cliKk 
boats  from  the  feveral  vclTels  were  manned, 
and  at.  four  about  2000  men.  were  lafided 
from  the  fleet  ?t  the  Cape.  Thefe  immedi- 
ately proceeded  to  the  arfenal,  the  cannon  of 
^hich  they  diftributed  throughou:  the  city, 
ami  pointed  up  each  of  the  piiiicipnl  ftrce'.s. 
1  hey  next  proceetled  to  the  Government  Houfe 
(where  the  Mul.:tt<»es  had  coiled ed)  to  de- 
mand from  the  CommilUoners  fa  isfiftion. 
The  Mulattoes  fired  on  thc-Ti ;  the  fire  was 
returned  and  kept  up  till  dark,  with  great 
warmth  and  ctmllancy. 

Before  the  prepamtion  for  landing,  the 
merchant  (hipping  was  ordered  out  of  the 
way  of  injury.  At  dark,  after  t'le  filing 
h;id  ce:»fcd,  a  drum  was  heard,  the  ufual 
prehminary  to  puhlifhing  protl.imatioiis,  and 
it  was  reported  tliat  the  CommiiTioneis  had 
publi(heJ  p.irdon  and  frtfcdo:n  to  the  revolted 
negroes.  One  {ii\  mny  he  depended  upon, 
tb/i,  tJurirg  tlie  confliiSt,  the  pril'ons,  contain- 
ing about  4c o  of  thi  rcvtiked  Brigunds, 
nrcre  opcnOi'j  who  were  armctl  to  reinforce 
Sfte  Mtthirtfws.

Arrived  the  Company'b  (hip.  Amy,  with  4 
cargo  of  African  produce,  confiding  of  cam- 
wood, ivory,  gum,  pepper,  hides,  and  tices- 
wax.  She  alto  brings  fome  paflciigers.  Tlve 
difpatches,  which  are  d;ited  tlie  i4ih  of  June, 
mention,  that  the  rains  liad  fei-in  feveral 
weeks  before,  but  ihit  the  colony  continued 
to  be  in  very  good  health.  The  coIr)nills 
were  all  put  in  poffcilion  of  fmall  lots  of 
land ;  nn^t  a  new  town,  on  a  more  regular 
and  extended  fcale,  was  liegun  to  be  huilt. 
Between  lao  and  300  Kova  Scotians  were 
uuially  at  work  for  the  Company ;  and  a  large 
party  of  natives  continued  to  work  at  the 
pbntatien  b^un  by  the  Company  on  the  op- 
pofite  fide  of  the  river,  where  the  foil  proves 
extremely  fioiuful,  and  the  experiments  in 
fugar,  cotton,  &c.  appeared  10  be  very  pro* 
miliflg.  The  native  Chiefs  and  people  cou- 
tinned  to  be  extremely  fr.eni'lv;  and  r>me  of 
them,  on  liie  OLcafion  of  l.»nie  veifeis  ap- 
pearing which  weie  mift.iken  fir  Frcn.h 
privateers,  dme  down  to  olter  tluir  aifnl- 
ance  in  protcifting  thecolony.  The  Company's 
fcjio'ils  are  attended  by  300  childi  en,  among 
whom  are  fome  children  of  the  natives.

The  place  from  which  the  fpeciment 
were  had  is  called  Gocklebury,  and  hat 
htid  that  name  for  feveral  years.  Ic  lies 
in  the  pariih  of  Rri^nol,  in  the  North 
Riding  of  YorkOiire.  The  infdfts  in 
the  fiiellt  were  living  when  brought  to 
mc;  and  the  willocks  moved  upon  my 
table.

feum  at  Kefuvick,  in  Cumberland.

HE  next  morning,  Wednefday, 
the  young  gentleman,  with  his  hi* 
ther  and  Dr.  Hat  wood,  took  coach  for 
London,  having  received  diie6tions  from 
Dodors  Commons  to  haften  to  town ; 
and  the  appeal  was  received  by  the 
archbiihop,  and  orders  fent  to  the  Col  • 
Je£c  to  Appear  at  Lambeth  to  anfwcr 


thereto;  which  they  doing  by  their  fyn- 
dick,  nothing  was  done  that  day  but 
matters  of  form,  and  adjourned  to  Ja- 
nuary I5lh;  when,  the  arclibilbop  ha- 
ving taken  his  aiTeflbrt,  the  Col!c^e  eo« 
tcred  their  protcft  againd  the  appeal,  al- 
leging that  the  viHtor's  power  was  lo- 
cal, and  could  nor  call  them  to  Lam- 
beth, though  in  great  refpefl  to  his 
Grace  they  had  obeyed;  that  in  the  cafe 
of  eleflions  he  could  not  interpofe,  it 
being  charged  upon  their  confciences, 
and  therefore  left  to  their  judgement 
alone  1  that  the  viHtor's  power  was  re- 
flrained  to  the  members  of  the  College; 
and  therefore,  the  appellant  not  being 
of  that  body,  his  cafe  was  not  cogniza- 
ble before  him.  All  which  was  largely 
pleaded  by  Serjeant  Chcfhire,  Mr, 
Wills,  Sir  Conftantine  Phipps,  Dr. 
Fhipps,  Dr.  Strahan,  and  Mr.  Wil- 
brahftm  (brotlur  to  one  of  the  Fellows 
cled),  for  the  College;  and  anfwered  by 
Dr.  Henchman  and  Dr.  Andrew,  the 
appellant  not  having  retained  any  com- 
mon lawyers,  taking  the  cafe  to  be  out 
of  their  way.  But,  the  arguments  on 
.  both  fi Jes  being  very  long,  the  farther 
hearing  of  the  caufe  was  deferred  10 
January  a5th;  when,  after  a  long  de- 
bate that  day  too  (for each  day's  plead* 
ing  was  not  Jefs  than  feven  hours),  the 
tintor  declared  for  his  own  juriidiftion, 

fironounced  the  adtnillion  of  two  Fel- 
ows  cle£l  null  and  void,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  all  parties,  appointed 
February  ult.  for  hearing  the  merits  of 
$he  caufe.  Thcit  day  being  come,  the

in  Us  fnuatioo  and  itfelf.  The  road  we 
were  »ow  purfuing  wa«  indeed  of  (upe- 
rior  bcaoty»  running  near  the  bottom  of 
a  high  range  of  hilia^  whofe  ftet  ^ere 
wafted  by  rhe  fliipifig  watert  uf  the 
I^och,  and  whofe  fides  were  richly  clo- 
thed with  birch  and  ochtr  treeij  thiougb 
which  large  caAie^Hkt  m^iTcs,  or  Bb« 
tupc  poiati  of  rocks,  blanched  bv  time, 
or  Aorms,  and  fpotied  with  differenr- 
cqlourtd  mcli'es,  peeped  out  in  a  great 
variety  of  forms  and  places  ;  whilft* 
above  them  all,  the  veaTurous  gom  was 
ieen  bounding  from  clitf  to  clifT,  in 
fearch  of  his  Uvourite  hcrba,  to  the  very 
fummits  of  the  craggs,  or  hanging  oa 
Ibmc  narrow  proJeAion  of  the  precipice^ 
and  gaaing,  as  in  mute  wonder,  at  the 
ifitrufiTC  paffengers  below. 

Betwixt  Loch  Oicb  and  Loch  Lochy 
its  ttcar  neighbour,  we  oblerved  foldieis 
lo  be  pofled  in  the  feverai  mifirabie  ho« 
vels  icattered  up  and  down  this  diAr»A  » 
and,  on  enquiry,  were  informed,  that 
their  defigoation  was  to  guard  the  pro* 
perty  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  valley  a 
from  the  depredations  of  the  ntigb- 
bouring  Mounuincers,  who,  like  Cdcut 
of  old. 

The  pel^y  and  feandil  of  Maont  Aventh^e^ 

hovering  aioft,  and  watching  ibeir  op« 
portunity,  «re  accuflomcd  to  defceDcl, 
and  drive  away  whole  herda  to  le^iona 
impctvious  to  Arangers,  or  where  tht-y 
may  be  fo  effe£luaily  fecieckd  4monj^ft 
the  uatural  defiles  and  hoUowt  of  tho 
country^  that  all  purfuit  of  them  is  dc- 
fperate,  and  the' baffled  oancr

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fo  fit  enthroned  in  aweful  and  untamed 
magaificence.  No  defer iptioo  of  mine 
can  convey  an  adequau  idea  of  fuch  an 
alTcroblage  ofhui^e  mis  lliapcn  rocks 
helped  confufedly  on  each  other,  inter* 
fperfed  with  projeding  (lumps,  ragged 
^uphs«  ;>nd  rwifted.  loou  of  trcet ,  in- 
creakng  by  ob(\ru£^ion  rhe  foam  and 
fury  of '  the  torrent,  whh:h  haadrong 
hurls  itfelf  amongftthem.  An  antient 
native  told  us,  that  he  did  not  remem- 
ber fo  dry  a  fiimmrr  fince  that  in  which 
Queen  Anne  died.  This  circumftance, 
thoukb  it  had  contributed  to  the  cdhi- 
fort  or  uur  journey  hitherto^  was  the 
oGceHon  of  fume  diminution  from  our 
pieafure  heie,  fince  the  body  of  water 
wftK  confrquently  lefs »  but  the  fcene 
was  Aill  fublime,  and  the  pencil  of  Sal- 
vator  could  ontj  emulate  ira  favage  dig* 
«irv. 

Hence,  bearing  off  towards  the  left 
fiom  the  border  of  Lochreft,  and  wind- 
ing et*er  a  country  refembiing  that  be. 
twixt  Bala  and  Feflinicg,  in  North 
Wales,  the  road  condu6ls  at  length  to 
a  view  of  Loch  Taarf,  ftudded  with 
ifttle  rufied  ifles,  and  fed  by  water- falls, 
whicli,  rolling  down  from  the  Heights 
•n  the  feft  fide  of  the  road,  wear  in 
their  way  deep  and  ihadowy  dells,  pro* 
piiioufi  to  the  growth  of  birches. 
•  It  had  been  ufual  with  jas  to  dlfpatch 
a  fcrvai*t  forward  after  dinner  to  fecure 
us  the  better  accommodation  at  the  ion 
where  we  purpofed  to  ftay  the  nigbt. 
7here  was  a  drearinefs,  however,  in 
this  evening's  (laj^'e,  and  a  /ufpicion  aa 
we  'thought,  perhaps  linjoftly,  in  the 
manner  of  cert;iio  Hightand'eis,  wha 
feemed  to  rife  fuddenly  upon  us  from 
amoagit  the  broem,  which  induced  us 
aottoMTen  our  (Irengih  by  detachiug 
from  our  number. 

Fort-  Auj^uftus  ftands  upon  a  flat  at 
the  terminarioa  of  Lochnefs,  and  is 
neither  corrfiderable  for  diMienfioos  or 
ftrevgth.  From  the  heights  above  it 
the  whole  of  Lochnefv,  pcrfeAly  flraright 
in  itfelf,  may  be  beheld  at  one  view  to 
the  extent  of  twenty-four  miles.

a  valley  to  Loch  Olcb ;  which,  in  ap- 
proaching it  through  a  village,  makes  a 
plcafing  appearance  with  its  green  and 
ilirubby  ifles.

In  furveyirg  the 
real  ftate  of  affairs,  it  was  abfolutely, 
Dcceflary  that  the  publick  fliould  not  be 
deceived.    Fur  the  purpofc  of  'an  ample 

)  explanation,  he  would  this  as  in  every 
year,  to  whatever  extent  the  war  might 
be  carried,  produce  the  moft  full  and 
faithful  ellimates  of  the  income  and  ex- 
j>enditnre.  To  provide  for  unforefeen 
^merj^encies  during  the  war,  he  recom- 
mended a  confiderable  fum  beyond  the 
eilimates  of  the  year.  No  obje£lions 
would  certainly  anfc  to  this  propofition, 
when  the  Committee  rccoI!e6^ed  that 
we  were  fli^ggling,  not  only  for  our 
own  liberty,  but  for  the  general  inrereft 
of  mankind.  NotwithHandiog  the  ex- 
ertions unavoidable  in  the  prefent  war, 
he  dcc'ared,  he  Ihould  Headily  adhere  to 
the  fyftem,  adopted  feveral  years,  of 
continuing  to  reduce  the  national  deUr 
by  the  appropriatioa  of  the  national 
million  ; '  by  which  means  an  evil,  at- 
tached to  all  former  wars,  the  accumu- 
lation of  an  uotunded  debt,  would  be 
fludiouily  avoided.

Our  g^eat  philofophcr,  hav- 
ing  examined  the  nature  and  evinced  the 
immortalitv  ol  the  foul,  makes  the  pro- 
per ufe  of  his  obfci  vations  on  this  lub- 
je£t,  by  exhoiting  his  difciples  to  confi- 
der  the  cafe  of  this  divine  intelligence, 
as  b'ing,  in  the  language  of  the  inspired 
writers,  the  one  thin^  necciful. 

From  this  view  of  the   theology  of 
Plato,  who  feems  to  have  aitaincd  to  the 
utmod  (unuiiit  of  natural  reafon,  iin;«iclcd 
bv  revelation,  we  Chriflians  may   Uain 
the  iuperior  importance  t.f  that  revela- 
tion which  has  brought  life  and  immor 
lity  to   light ;    or,  as  lome  explain  it, 
placed  them  in  the  cleaieft  light,  beyond 
the  doubts  and  uncerrainties  ot  the  wifefl 
phi'o^opher  of  antiquity,  whofe  btft  pcr- 
fualions   wtre   fo   frequmtly   contraiUd 
with  an  IP.      We  IcaruU/o  the  wcikncfs 
and  folly  of  thofc  who  attempt,   agaiult 
Chriflianity,  and,  indeed^  again  A  Natu- 
ral Religion,  to  revive  the  do6)rines  of 
fuch    Platonids   as    Proclus*^',    who,    as 
Bp.  Cudwoith  rightly  oblVrves,  was  "a 
confounderof  the  Platonic  thcolog\,  and 
a  mingler  of   much  unimeitigiblc  f\utf 
with  it"  (Intcllcft.SylUm,  p.  306).

The  dtminMcion  of  tlie  number  of  Vicars 
was  referred  to  a  Committee. 

'July  1.  Oil  the  piopofition  of  LacroiXi 
the  following  decree  palfed  : 

<'  The  Nacioiial  CtMiTontiun  provifionally 
fufpeni^s  U^e  payment  of  all  laUiies  to  ihofe 
uho  live  in  the  diflriAs  in  a  Ibte  of  infur- 
rediton  againft  ttie  National  Cnnventioo, 
until  they  can  prove  that  they  are  not  con- 
cerned in  thefe  d«)ings,  or  that  they  retract 
ivhat  they  have  done/' 

Barrere,  in  the  ni«me  of  the  Committee 
ef  Public  Safety,  made  a  report  refpedling 
tlie  troubles  in  Corfica.  "  The  whole  illand> 
laid  he,  is  in  a  fhite  of  counter-revolution, 
and  your  Commiflionert  Inve  been  obliged 
to  a£t  on  the  defenfive  in  the  maritime  parts 
of  the  Republic,  which  yet  remain  faithful. 
You  rccolledl  the  decree  ?g.tinA  Paoli :  per- 
lijpii  it  was  impolitic,  and  although  ymi  I'uf- 
pcudeJ  the  execution  of  it,  Paoli  found  means 
to  intcicft  the  inhabitants  in  liis  fnvour,  by 
m.iklFg  ihem  believe  you  would  give  them 
up  to  the  Genoefe,  whom  the  Corficaus 
dicaJ  and  abhor  ;  or  th;it  you  would  crown 
tlic  cidtvar.t  Dukc  of  Oi  leans,  \ivhoi:»  equally 
tietcftcd  by  rhe  Corficans,  who  love  liberty, 
alth<»ngh  ihcy  have  been  led  aflray  by  Pa»»li 
and  fhfc  prtcfts.  Your  two  Commidioners, 
Aniiboul  and  Baux,  have  been  l^opped  at 
Aix,  in  ihe  name  of  the  Federative  Republic 
of  the  South.  The  f(»llowing  letter  from 
your  CommiHiooep;  at  Baftia,  in  Corfica, 
dated  from  that  town,  June  27,  will  more 
fully  explain  to  you  the  troubles  in  this  iflaml : 

"  All  is  loft  !  this  Counter  Revolution  is 
completed.  Paoli  is  named  Generalillimo, 
that  is  to  fay,  fovereign  of  tlvc  ifland.  The 
clergy  havv;  been  re-iu(^atcd  \  the  emigrants 
have  re-entered.  Paoli,  under  the  mafk  of 
religion,  has  caufed  liimfelf  to  be  eleded 
Prefident  of  the  ConfiUta  (an  extraordinnry 
Convocation  of  all  the  deputies  of  Corfica \ 
The  inhahii.MJts  have  been  led  adray,  re- 
fpc^ing  tlic  fitiution  of  France,  and  the  ih- 
tention!»  of  the  Convention.  The  infurgents 
arc  armed  to  the  number  of  1000,  or  1100, 
and  Miaintain  ihemfclves  at  the  expence  of 
the  Republic.  'Uiey  have  feized  on  the 
ftorcs  and  treafur^ ,  and  thofe  who  ftiew  at- 
l;)chment  to  the  French  Republic  are  (hot. 
The  towns  in  tl^  intereft  of  tiie  Republic 
arc  dccl.ued  lebels,  ai|d  are  kept  in  awe  by 
Hiung  garrifuny  placed  li)  iht.m.  Paoli  has 
pnhliDjed  .1  writing  aguin/l  thu  Convent'(H), 
n-Aona  he  calh  the  Agents  of  the  Genoefe. 
St  rjorient,    IJ^nin,  and  C»U„  aif  ftlU  in 
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the  Republiom  interefl>  and  well  garrifoaed 
with  Republican  troops. 

"  The  CpnfulU  opened  on  the  26  th  of 
May :  Paoli  was  declared  PrefideiU,  Leof 
nardo  Vice-Prefideat,  and  Pozo  di  Borgi 
Secretary. 

^  Paoli  has  paUilhed  a  pretended  letter 
fmoi  Marfeillesy  which,  among  other  things, 
alferts,  that  all  tlie  Communos  of  France 
have  declared  tbetpfeives  in  infuri-eAion 
againft  the  capital. 

(Signed;  DALCHta,  Commiffiooer." 

Barrere. — Your  Conuninee  has  charged 
me  to  prefem  700  the  prt^ed  of  a  decree^ 
which  ought  to  be  carried  into  imRiediatO 
execution.  -  Yotu*  Committee  hai  thought 
fit  to  cafhier  this  Confulta  of  Corfica,  whofe 
power  would  foon  vie  with  your  own.'  Wo 
have  annulled  all  its  aAs,  as  being  high  trea-' 
fon  againft  the  fovereignty-  of  the  ipeople. 
You  muft  fend  fnccours  to  thofe  towns  in 
Corfic;t  which  remain  fiuthful  to  the  Repnb* 
lie.  Your  Committee  has  likewife  thought 
fit  tluit  you  fhould  enlighten  the  people  by 
fending  Commiffioners  among  them  1  for, 
according  to  every  re|K>it,  tlnsy  are  not  ini- 
mical to  the  Republic,  but  only  mifled  by  the 
rich.

St.  Vcttrfiurg^  July  f .  THE  excliange  of 
Ambstl^dors  between  her  Imperial  Majefly 
of  all  the  Rullias  and  the  Ottoman  Porte 
took  place  on  the  4lh  ult.  with  the  otmoft 
pomp  and  ceremonious  fplendour,  on  the 
river  Dniefter,  near  Duhofari.  On  the  part 
of  RuHla,  Lieutenant-general  G olen it fc hetf- 
Kutufow,  and,  on  the  part  of  the  Ottoman 
Porte,  RaffiOt  Muftapha,  Pacha  Begleibey 
of  Romelia,  met  as  Amti^iradors  Extraoidi- 
naiy  .Htd  Plenipotentiary  fiom  their  refpec- 
live  Courts,  and  agreed  on  the  ceremonials 
of  the  Colenm  exchange.  This  was  conf^m* 
mated  witliallthe  grandeur  of  £.iftern  pagean- 
tiy.  A  gun  being  fired  by  the  Rulfians,  by 
way  of  fignal,  and  anfwered  by  the  Turks, 
on  the  4ih  ult.  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
morning  the  proceflions  moved  forward  on 
both  fidcf.  As  foon  as  tbe  Turkifti  Am- 
hatfador  appeared  in  fight,  tite  RufT.ans  fi«- 
luted  him  with  ten  guns ;  after  which  the 
Amballadors  clianged  fides,  and  were  felted 
in  chairs  of  State ;  tliey  complinoented  each

IT  is  with  extreme  forrow  that  1  have  to 
acquaint  you  with  the  unfortunate  event  of 
an  attack  which  the  French  army  made  unoji 
that  of  Field  MnrHial  Fieycag  upon  the  StU 
inft.  The  latter  was  poded,  at  1  luve  liad 
the  lumour  of  informing  you,  at  Hondfchool9» 
the  rigiit  upon  tlie  caoal,  the  left  extending 
towards  LeyreL 

The  enemy  had  made  an  attack  the  pre- 
cediag  eveaing,  in  which  they  had  been  re- 
pulfedi   but  upoa  that  day  attacking  upon* 
#f«i7  ^70020   iiattvif/iftamling  the  g^atoft 


exertions  of  hravery  in  the  troops,  and  of 
ability  in  General  Walrpoden,  who  then 
commanded  (hem,  tliey  fucoeeded  in  f  ircioc 
the  centre  oif  his  line.  He  retired  behind 
tfie  fm:dl  canal  which  nutf  from  Bnlfam  to 
Sieenkirk.  The  lofs  ha^  be«n  very  (evere. 
His  Royal  Highneis  has  not  as  yet  received 
any  retuni,  nor  hare  »ny  farther  pArtr.ulart 
been  tranfmitted.  Many  galUnC  officer^  liavo 
falfen.  The  %vho\e  lofs  in  the  different 
anions  is  fupptited  tp  be  n^ar  1 500  in  killed, 
wounded,  and  milling  {-  that  of  the  enemy 
h?.s  been  unt^ueflionahly  greater.  Tijrco 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  between  two  anil  thiTee 
hundred  pirifoners,  have  beei^  taken.  I  on- 
der^nnd  that  the  Hanoverians  have  loft  the 
£ime  number  of  cannon.  U|>on  tlie  7th  his 
Royal  Higiuiefs  fent  two  battalions  of  Hef- 
fiaiia  to  Genei-al  Walmoden's  Tupport ;  but, 
finJlng  that  aid  to  be  ineffe^ual,  he  was  re- 
duced to  the  neceility  of  colVeifling  hiis  whoU 
force,  by  a1>anik)ning  the  pofition  he  hid 
Uken  near  Dudkiik.  Thirty-two  of  tho 
h-^avy  guns,  and  part  of  the  ftores  proviJetf 
fi^r  Uie  fiege,  were  left  behind,  there  being 
no  means  of  cany ing  tiiem  off.  The  army 
rosrclicd  laft  night,  and  encamped  this  mirn- 
ing  near  Adinkerque.  It  app^rs  that  the 
ensmy  had  collcAed  force  for  this  enterprize 
^from  every  qxiarter'of  the  country,  from  the 
armies  of  tlie  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle,  and 
particularly  that  which  had  occupied  the 
Camp  de  C^far.  Tlvey  were  commanded 
by  General  HoucliaiJ,  who  is  faid  by  the 
prMbners  (though  with  what  degree  of  truth 
Co^nnot  l>e  afcertaineJ)  to  have  been  moiully 
wounded  at  Rexpoede.  In  t!ie  retreat  upon 
the  night  of  the  B*.h,  his  Roynl  Highnefs 
Prince  Adolphiu  and  tlic  Fic!d-marlhal  were, 
for  a  (hort  lime,  in  the  polfeiB'iii  of  the  ene- 
my. A  patrole  of  cavalry,  which  ought  to 
have  bcvn  in  their  front,  having  taken  ano- 
ther rond,  tliey  went  into  the  villajie  of 
Rexpoede,  ihnnigh  which  «ine  of  the  columns 
w;is  to  paff,  hut  which  was  then  occupied 
by  the  enemy.  Hii  Royal  Hlgljiicfs  was 
fligiitly  wouuUed  with  a  fivord  upon  the 
heuJ  and  arm  ;  but  I  have  the  fati&ficVion  to 
fay,  that  no  bad  confetiucnces  are  to  be  ap> 
prthen  Jed.  The  Field-marfbal  was  wound- 
ed in  the  head^  and,  I  am  happy  to  add,  only 
in  the  fame  degree.  He  has,  however,  been 
unable,  fmce  that  time,  to  tike  tho  command 
of  t!)e  army.  Cnptain  Onflar,  one  of  his 
Royal  Highncfs*s  Aides-de-Catop,  was  killed; 
and  another.  Captain  Wangenheim^  very  fc- 
verely  wounded.  From  this  fnuation  his 
Royal  Hlgluiefs  and  the  Field -Marfhal  were 
relieved  by  the  intrepidity  and  prefenoeof 
mind  of  General  Walmodcn,  who,  upon 
difcovering  the  enemy  were  in  poffeflion  of 
Rexpoede,  had  immediately  collected  a  body 
of  troops,  attacked  it  without  hefitation,  and 
defeated  them  with  great  daughter.

In  t'lii  little  aflair,  it  b:rcome$  my 
duty  to  inform  y<iur  Lordlhip,  tliat  the  con- 
dua  of  the  troops,  thole  of  liis  Maiefty  as 
well  as  thofe   of  the  King  of  SpaMi,  was 
highly  meritorious.    C&ptain  Moncricf,   «>f 
the  I  f  th,  Commandant  of  the  Britifh  tr(X)ps, 
headed  the  colamn  with  a  degiee  of  intrepi- 
dity worthy  of  imitatKNi ;   and  Don  Moo- 
teiro,  Command^c  of  the  S^ianifh  tro!«p$, 
condudied  hidfelf  with  equal  valour.

When  patientt  art  difmiiej  fMrtd- 
from  an  hofpttal,  tbty  are  .fireqiuatlf « 
without  mooey,  ^od  deftitute  of  ^f(j^ 
cloathiogi  and  thout^h,  in  hdt^  cored  oC 
their  malfidin,  ara,  for  iht  moft  part^  tm 
fa  weak  a  fl  ate  as  not  to  be  able  inure* 
dtately  to  betake  themfelvet  to  their  dnilf 
l^ftbour.  Here  then  this  charity  which,  I 
fpeak  of,  fleps  in.  It  takes  up  thofe 
poor  people  at  the  gate  of  the  bofpiulp 
givea  them  cloaths,alk»wa  them  pee«ai« 
ary  affiftancc,  or  tends  them  till  they  are 
deemed  nhle  once  more,  without  danger 
of  relapse,  .to  earn  a  livelihood. 

Many  young  fcmalct,  who  throogb 
ficknefi-are  ohngcdtoquit their  fer»ices« 
areof  courfe  expufed  toin6ni:e  mifchlef 
at  their  difcharge  frcmi  an  hofpital ;  now, 
bf  the  well-timed  ioicrfereaie  of  this 
charity, fuch  may  beprelerred  from  ruin. 

Many  poor  cireatures  come  into  the 
hofpitals  of  the  metropolis  from  dift ant 
parts  of  the  kingdom  1  and  thefe  have 
ficqueotly  do  means  of  rcrurnina  hone 
when  reMorcd  to  health  :—hy  pay  io^  for 
their  journey  into  the  countn,  and  te« 
moving  them  from  th^  tcmpmions  and 
corruption  of  London,  this  charity  rcn«* 
ders  both  them  and  th^  commuoity  inft* 
nite  fervicc. 

Many  diftrcfled  ccrfoos  feck  admifficfn 
into  an  hofpit2i,^hofc  very  comp!an)t«» 
of  the  pulmonary  kmd  pa  ticui^rly,  ate 
of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  iociipacit  te  thcna 
for  rCkCption  as  itt  parier>ts.  Suchaa 
thefe  arc  uoable  to  work,  havenftcfltimes 
no  plare  wheie  to  lay  their  head,  and 
wiih  to  be  received  into  an  hofpital,  were 
it  only  to  die  in  peicc.  To  the  unfortu- 
nate of  this  dcfcription  this  new  charity 
extends  telief.  ]t  pays  for  their  IcMgingt 
io  country- air,  giye'i  them  thus  a  chance 
of  recovery,  or  at  leift  contMbutci  to 
render  thcur  laft  d.^ys  in  fomc  degee 
comfortable.

The  conduAors  of  this  charity  take 
the  name  of  the  Samaritan  Society, 
from  the  C(D(idtrate  humanity  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  in  the  parable,  who  not 
only  adminiOered  to  the  prcfent  nece Hi- 
ties  of  the  wonnded  traveller^  but  pro- 
vided for  his  future  exigencies :  <*  Take 
care  of  him  ;  and  \ifhacfoever  thou  fpend- 
eft  morr,  when  I  come  again,  L  will  re- 
pay thee."  The  Society,  as  yet,  con- 
fines its  attention  to  the  patients  of  the 
London  Hofpital.  A  beginning  is  made ; 
»nd  I  hope  it  ix  fairly  within  probability 
to  expe£^,  that,  in  procefs  of  time,  the 
patients  of  other  hoipitals  may  1  c  bcnc- 
n'ed,  either  by  the  Samaritan  Society  i(- 
felf,  or  by  oiher  focieties  formed  upon 
a  like  excellent  plan.  £•  R.

TWa  curious  group  of  Mcks  evidently 
appean  to  have  been  ft  grated  bjf  ibi|^ 
violent  coBvolfion  in  Nature,  which  has 
alfo  (brmed  Avcral  chsfms  i  the  projec- 
tion  of  the  little  rock  over  the  great  one 
is  very  remarkable.

You  have  given  us  a  curious  anec- 
4ote,LXlI.  I S, of  aMay-potcbeing  etch- 
ed in  Drury-lane  by  a  fmith.  who  was 
farher  to  the  Dutchefs  of  Albemarle. 
•The  May-pole  I  never  remember  ha- 
ving heard  of;  bbt  I  have  in  my  pof- 
fe(Don  Minutcs'of  a  Trial  upon  an  Ac- 
tion of  Trefpafs  between  William  Sher- 
win,  Plaintiff,  and  Sir  Walter  CLirgcs, 
Baronet,  and  others,  Defendants,  at 
the  King's  Bench  Bar  at  WeftmioHer, 
15  Nov.  1700.  The  plaintiff,  as  heir 
and  repreientative  of  Thomas  Monk, 
efq.  elder  brpther  of  George,  Duke  of 
Albemarle,  claimed  the  manor  of  Sut- 
.  ton,  in  CO.  Yofk,  and  other  lands  in 
Newfon,  Eaton  Bridge,  and  Shiptoo, 
as  heir  at  law  to  the  (aid  duke,  againft 
the  defendant,  devifee  under  the  will  of 
Duke  Chriflopher,  his  only  child,  who 
died  in  16S8,  S.  P.  Upon  this  trial  fome 
very  curious  particulars  came  our  re- 
fptiWng  th*  family  of  Anne,  wife  of 
George,  created  Duke  of  Albemarle.  It  . 
appeared  that  (he  was  daughter  of  John 
Clarges,  a  farrier,  in  the  Savoy,  and 
farrier  to  Colonel  Monk.  In  1632,  Ae 
was  married  in  the  church  of  Sr.  Lau- 
rence Pountney  to  Thomas  Ratford, 
fon  of  Thomas  Raiford,  late  a  farrier, 
fcrvant  to  Prince  Charles,  and  rcfident 
in  the  Mews.  Stie  had  a  dauj^hier, 
who  was  born  in  1634,  and  died  ia 
1638.  Her  hufband  and  flie  "  lived  at 
the  Three  Spaniih  Gipfies  in  the  New 
Exch.nge,  and  fold  waih-balls,  powder, 
glcvcs,  and  fuch  things,  and  flir  taught 
gtrls  plain-tvork.  About  1647,  (he,  be- 
ing a  lempOicfs  to  Co:',  Ntonk,  ufed  to 
•  carry  him  linen."  In  1648,  her  father 
and  mother  died.  In  1649,  flse  and 
her  hulbsnd  **  fell  out,  and  parted." 
But  no  ce'riiBcaic  from  any  pari(h  Re- 
giltcr  appears  leciring  -his  burial.  In 
1652,  (lie  was  married  in  the  chuch  uf 
St.  Gcoige,  South wark,  i»  *•  General 
George  Mf  nk;"  and,  in  the  following 
year,  wns  delivered  of  a  fon,  ChiiHo- 
pher  (>.4terward  the  fecond  ^iid  lad 
Duive  of  Albemarle  abovementioned), 
who  •*  was  Tutklcd  by  Honour  Mills, 
who  fold  apples,  herbs,  oilUrs,  &c." 
One  of  the  plaintiff's  witnclies  fvvorc, 
that,  «  a  little  before  the  ficknets,  7^<^- 
mm  Ratjtrd  demanded  and  received  of 
him  the  lum  of  twenty  Ihilltn^Si  that 
his  wife  faw  Rattord  again  aticr  the 
V\ckv\cU»  ^tvA  ^  littcvwd  nme  afiei  the 
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,  dea^."  A  woman  fwore,  that  (he  faw 
iiim  on  "  the  day  his  wife  (then  called 
Dutchefs  of  Albemarle)  wat  put  into 
her  coffin,  which  was  after  the  death  of 
the  Duke,**  her  fecond  hufband,  who 
died  3  Jan.  i669-7o«  And  a  third  wit- 
fieft  fwure,  that  he  faw  Ratford  about 
July  1660.  In  oppofitioD  to  this  evt-. 
dence  it  was  alleged^  that  **  all  along, 
during  the  lives  of  Duke  George  and 
DukeChriftopher,  this  matter  was  never 
i)ucftioned"— >that  the  tatter  was  unirer- 
fally  received  as  only  Ton  of  the  former 
i— and  that  "this  matter  had  been  thrice 
before  tried  at  the  bar  of  the  Kjog't 
Bench,  and  the  defendant  had  had 
three  verdifts."  A  witnefs  fwore,  that 
he'  owed  Ratford  five  or  fix  pounds, 
which  he  had  never  demanded.  And  a 
man,  who  had  *'  married  a  coufin  of  tht 
Duke  of  Albemarle,  baJ  biem  told bj  bis 
^ife,  that  Ratford  d'ltd  Jtw  or /x jtars 
before  the  Duke  married.'*  Lord  Chief 
Juftice  Holt  told  the  jury,  ^^  If  you  are 
certain  that  Duke  Chriilopber  was  born 
while  Thomas  Ratford  was  living,  you 
mud  find  for  the  plaintiflf.  If  you  be- 
lieve he  was  born  after  Ratford  was 
dead,  or  that  nothing  appears  what  be- 
came of  him  after  Duke  George  married 
his  wife,  vo«i  mud  find  for  the  defend- 
anr."  A  vcrdift  was  given  for  the 
defendant,  who  was  only  fon  to  Sir 
Thomas  Clari»es,  knt.  brother  to  the 
illuArious  dutchefs  in  queftinn,  was 
cr<eaied  a  bnronet  Oi^ober  30,  1674,  and 
was  anceHor  to  the  baronets  of  his  name.

The  other  reafbn  it,  thyt  probably  our 
modern  Jerom  may  fuppofc,  that  fuch 
light  compofitions  as  thofa  aboremes* 
tioofd  dc^n-^t  become  the  gravity  of  a 
tranflator  and  reftorer  of  the  Sacred 
Text.  Indeed,  I  think  it  verj  likely 
that  the  former  reafon  may  weigh  with 
the  Do£lor.  But  no  man  of  Oxford, 
who  faw  this  merry  gentleman  mo«nted 
on  the  poles  Uehlnd  the  Queen  of  the 
M«v  this  Aimmer  at  Marlden  fair,  or 
who  heard  his  fubfrquent  declarations 
concerning  his  fondnefs  for  innoctnt 
€imitfrmi9tf  will  fuppofe  that  tbe  latter 
motive  ever  had  the  ihiallcft  iaHueoce 
over  him.

On  the 
other  hand,  the  DoQor  muft  be  out  of 
his  wits  to  think  of  foothing  the  Roman 
Cuhplicks  whilft  he  ireje^s  their  judge 
of  controvcrfiet,  wk,  a  living  authority 
Cp.  i),  and  maintains  what  they  confi- 
der  as  downright  herefv,  namelv,  that 
"  the  Pope  is  not,  by  divine  right,  fa* 

Sirior  to  anjy  other  bilhop,  nor  any  hU 
op,  by  divine  right,  fuperior  to  ray- 
felf,"  he  fays,  '*  who  am  nnlv  a  fimple 
undignified  prieft,"  p.  21."  Nor  can  I 
think  him  a  whit  more  wife,  when, 
anxious  for  the  public  fupporr,  he  has 
the  confidence  to  tell  rbem,  at  tbe  pre- 
fent  hour,  that  their  *'  high  tide  of  fiAi- 
ttous  loyalty,  which  bore  every  thing 
down  before  it,  is  ready  to  bie  {wal- 
lowed up  in  the  dark  abyfs  whence  it 
ilTued,"  p.  17.  This  language  is  cer- 
tainly ill  calculated  to  ferve  the  Doc- 
tor's defigo,  except  amongfi  one,  and 
that  not  a  very  biblical,  clafs  of  modem 
Engliibmen  ;  and  forces  us  to  recolleft, 
what  we  wifli  othcrwife  to  forget,  the 
glowing  fpirit,  darting  through  the  po- 
verty and  tamcnefs  of  the  verfe,  with 
which,  three  years  ago,  our  Caledonian 
Do£tor  of  the  Laws  defcribed  the 
French  Revolution  as  a  fccond  golden 
age,  and  as  the  return  of  Juftice  upon 
eardi ;  at  the  rime  time,  warning  all 
the  king«  and  the  tyrants  of  the  uni- 
verfe  10  tremble  at  the  fight  of  what 
had  been  done  in  France,  and  calling 
upon  Britons  in  particular  to  emulate 
the  glorious  example  which  the  French 
had  lee  them.  I  cannot  refill  the  temp- 
tation of  quoting  the  verfes  I  icfcr  to :

ftiU  at  the  diftahce  of  fererai  milet^ 
feemedy  from  its  vaft  height  (ri(ing 
BeaHir  fifretn  hundred  yards  iir  perpen- 
dicular elevation  above  the  level  of  the 
fea)  to  be  already  near  at  hand. 

In  advancing  towards  it  we  paflTed 
through  a  fort  of  Tillage  confiftinf;  of  a 
few  roiierable  hovels,  before  which  a 
pretty  large  groupe  of  children  were 
oaiking  in  the  fanfliine  on  the  ground, 
incraAed  almoft  with  difeaie  and  dirt, 
and  nearly  in  a  Aate  of  nature}  whilft 
their  parents,  who  came  but  to  gaaci' 
were  fcarcely  cleaner  or  more  decently 
apparelled  :  yet  the  poor  fouls  flill  re* 
rained  a  fenfe  of  pleafur^i  and  their 
eyes  gliilened  with,  it  as  their  offspring 
fcrambled  for  the  few  pieces  which 
were  thrown  amoogft  them. '  Whether 
the  penury  and  wretchednefs,  which^ 
as  it  were  perfonified,  fat  brooding  here, 
ought  to  be  attributed  to  the  barren  nefs 
of  the  foil,  the  rigour  of  the  climate, 
the  auOeritv  of  the  lalid -owners,  the 
indolence  of  the  inhabitants,  or  to  all 
thefe  caufes  <in  conjunction,  I  cannot 
underuke  to  decide ;  but  no  where, 
furelv,  were  they  ever  more  obtruiively 
or  affe£lin£!y  apparent. 

At  the  foot  of  Benevifli  we  at  length 
perceived  Fort  William,  the  laft  of  the 
fortrefles  in  theffc  regions,  and  built,  in 
aTTianguIar  form,  upon  an  inlet  of  the 
Weftern  ocean  as  Fort  George  is  upon 
an  inlet  of  the  Eaflern. 

The  officers  on  this  (Nation,  who 
were  walking,  or  oifherwife  amufing 
themfelves,  on  the  road  towards  the 
(ide  whence  we  came,  perceiving  that 
travellers  were  approaching,  advanced 
in  a  body  lo  receive  us ;  and,  with  a 
•ivility  too  necelfary  to'us,  as  well  as 
too  agreeable  to  be  withdood,  infifted 
upon  entertaining  us  in  the  fort.  The 
men  were  ordered  our,  and  the  band 
played  for  our  amufemcnt;  and,  whiiil 
flipper  was  preparmg,  we  werecondu6t- 
cd  to  the  garden  belonging  to  the  f*rt, 
which  afforded  the  beft  pruof  poliible  of 
what  indullry  may  cffe£k  even  againft 
circumftances  the  mod  difcouraj^ing. 
That  we  had  fared  both  coarfely  and 
fcantily  for  the  lad  two  days  n^ight 
give,  perhaps,  an  additional  relilh  to 
our  entertainment  here;  but  there  was 
no  need  of  contrail  to  heighten  the  fa- 
tisfa£lion  which  my  two .  companions 
fejt  in  mf^tii^g,  i^jch  of  themt  with  aa 
•Id  XchooUeJivw^in  a  Htuatiob  fo  un» 
likely  apdVfXDore,  Sliqitiid  ihii  recital 
hdte  the.  fortune  to  'mc€t  tli'e  cyci  or  re* 


vive  the  recolfedioa,  of  aby  geatlertM^  ' 
of  that  polite  and  bofpitable  torps,  it  ia 
hoped  he  wilt  be  perftdly  aflorol;  tfcat 
our  afternoon  and  evening  at  Fort  WiU 
Ham  were  amongft  the  pleafanreft  w^ 
have  ever  paffed  on  either  lide  tha-  . 
Tweed.  ' 

The  fort  is  fotnewhat  more  rcfpcft;. 
able  than  Fort  Auguftus,  but  much  Idfa 
fo  than  Fort  George  i  it  feemt,'  how* 
ever,  to  be  adcquatr  to  all  the  parpofet 
for  which  it  is.  kept  op,  having  been  al 
fo^cicnt  Hreogth  lo  withftand  tho  at. 
tacks  made  upon  it  both  in  the  yeara 
fifteen  and  forty -fix.

(hould  it  be  thought  nfrful  to  the  clMia* 
try^  to  open  an  intercourfe  through  tMa 
channel  betwixt  the  Eaflern  and  Weft^ 
ern  Teas,  fo  gi*eat  a  ponton  of  the  worie 
having  already  been  performed  byKa-» 
lure. 

In  com,ing  hither  fron\  Loch*lo(ihf, 
on  whofe  beautiful  border  we  had  made 
a  fprtof  dinner  on  a  fmall  bowl  of  goat's 
milk  and  three  eggs,  divided  amongft 
ourfelves  and  fervaats,  we  pafled  firft 
over  a  mean  bridge,  and  next  a  bold 
one  of  three  arches,  thrown  acrofs  the 
Spean  by  General  Wade,  under  whole 
eye  and  direflion  the  admirable  roada 
in   thefe   parts  were  fortned.     After  a 
while,  the  way  runs  along  the  bank  of 
the  river  Lochy,  the  outlet  of  the  loch 
abovementioned,   by  which  it  empties 
itfelf   into   that  arm   of   the   W^ern 
Ocean  on  which  Fort  William  is  ere£l- 
ed  ;  on  whofe  hither  (hore  (lands  Inver-'^ 
lochy  cafile,  a  ruin  of  coalidecable  ex- 
tent, confiding  of  four  towers,  but  of 
an  appearance  much  Icfs  graird  th^a 
gloomy. 

A  fmall  circular  loch  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood, encompaHing  a  lOw  and  level 
ifland,  confers  the  name  of  Lochabcr 
upon  all  this  diAri^,  which,  in  theelt* 
venth  century,  was  the  domain  of  Bap- 
quo;   of  whole  pollerity   it  had   been 
foretold  that  they  (br.utd  feign  in  Scot- 
land.

ellin  {  and,  marrying  with  the  daughter 
of  that  prince,  his  fon  Wiflter  went  af- 
terwards to  Scotland,  where,  gaining 
an  ellahliflimcDty  chiefly  by  his  inte- 
grity of  cOndu£t,  he  became  the  founder 
of  the  family  of  Stuart,  in  which  the 
anticnt  pi^hccy  was  Anally  fulfilled, 
and  out  of  which  arofe  that  lucklefs 
line  of  princes,  who  fecin  to  have  inhe- 
rited the  evil  dediny  of  their  forefather 
Banquo  without  the  better  fortunes  of 
his  fon.

S19,  and  finilbed 
hi«  conc^uefta  about  the  year  8x7  or  SiS. 
The  name  of  this  princa  ia  verv  diiTer- 
cncly  ^vrtten  on  hit  coins,  Uccbearhfy 
Ecgbearht.

When  I^onfiderthe  name  on  the  re-

imagining  that  coin  r»^  belong  to  our 
Egbert  too.  Edbert  afcended  the  throne 
of  Northutpberland  anno  737  j  and 
whereas  Mr.  Speed  allocs  a  penny,  with 
the  inrcripiion  EG T  BEREETVb.  and 
a  dragon  on  the  reverie,  to  Ethelbcrt 
king  of  K.  -nt,  the  firft  Chriftijn  king  of 
the  Saxon  race,  our  later  antiquaries 
cafily  difcovered  that  the  name  ap- 
proached nearer  to  Eadbert  king  of 
Northumberland,  and  accordingly  they 
coinphniented  him  with  it  ;  fo  Mr. 
W^alker,  Mr.  Thorefby,  Sir  Andrew 
Founuine,  and  the  dige(\er  of  the  Earl 
oi  Pr  jnbroke's  collection.

the  Great.  And  the  dragon,  the  Bgure 
depiQed  un  it,  afcertains  it  fufficienily 
to  that  province,  by  rcAfon  that  the 
Weft  Saxon  monarchs  ufed  the  dragon 
for  their  enftgn  or  banner.  In  proof  of 
which,  as  likewife  for  the  antiquity  of 
the  device,  1  beg  leave  to  cite  a  few  of 
our  old  writers. 

Jeffrey  of  Monmouth,  after  giving  uc 
an  account  of  the  poiCaning  of  Ambro- 
iius  Aurelianus  at  WincheBer,  adds,

Could  ihe  profpeA  of  lanie  or  meli^ice 
haj^e  allured  him  to  the  capttaf,  his  me*

long  known  and  acVnowUdped  by  fe? e« 
r^l  of  the  ftcnlty,  who  were  more  the 
favonrltei  6f  Fortune  than  himfeif,  anci 
who  had  If  btraliiy  enough  to  avow  tlie'tr 
genuine  fentiments  of  a  contemporarv's 
Ikill.  But,  though  prevented  by  hia 
feduAon  from  being  Very  exteiifiveif

Hence,  h>«  a6iivity  of  body 
an^  mind  terminated  only  with  his  life. 
When  pad  his  grand  clima^erick,  I 
hi'C  Teen  him  outflrip  in  walking  thofe 
IV ho  were  not  hvlf  his  age;  and  have 
known  him  pen  feverai  Aanxas  of. occa* 
fional  verfes  while  half-a-dozen  peofiie 
have  been  difcourfing  fomewhat  loudlv 
in  ihc  fame  room,  Poetical  com|uiii(iua 
b.i,d  indeed  become  an  habitual  amufc- 
locnr,  and  h|s  friends  were  commonlv 
ciittnained  hy  fbme  novel  jtU'd'*fprii 
wntnevcr  they  entered  hi*  fiudy.  Hit

which  occupied  i8  piges.  In  the  year 
1782  he  compofed  a  profe  eflay  *'  Oq 
the  pcruicioufl  EiFedi  of  Gaming/'  ia 
confequence  of  an  advertiremcnc  from 
Cambvidge  rcqurfling  an  Koglifli  djITer- 
tation  on  that  fubjed|  with  ao  offer  of 
fihy  guineas  for  the  ableft  attempt  bf 
any  periba  who  was  or  had  been  or  that 
univerfity.  But,  I  doubt  whether  the 
DofVor'f  performance  was  ever  fent^ 
though  fairiy  traafcribed  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  at-I  well  remember  hit  r^adin^  it 
over  with  uncommoo  force  and  perfpi- 
cuity ;  which,  in  truth,  was  the  cafe 
with  all  he  undertook  to  read.  Of  his  cri- 
tical judgenen  t  th^  late  Mr.Scott ,  of  Am  - 
wall  (bit  worthy  nei£hbour}»  thought  fo 
weify  that  he  ufiially  fubmitted  the  pe- 
rufal  of  hit  writing!  to  Friend  Wjlley 
before  pnbUeatinn,  and  alwavt  prefcnt- 
cd  him  with  a  copy  of  them  ^tfierwards. 
Though  he  disdained  the  rfleniaiiou  of 
pietyt  yet  its  ioflacnct  he  icdutouflv 
cheriib«l«  Hia  uniform  cuftom  was  to 
go  througS  the  Irifons  aad  (ervice  of 
the  daylMfore  he  Uft  bis  cbagiber.  and 
he  then  purfued  his  cither  atocatioui 
with  a  gaiety  wh^ch  r«&ituda  of  cpn* 
dud  only  yields. 

Though  his  death  app^red  fudden 
and  unexpeAed  to  tbofe  who  attended 
him  in  his  fhort  itlnefs,  yet  I  have  rea- 
fon  to  think  he  had  felt  its  approaches 
for  a  coi.fiderable  t<me  before;  and  he 
accordingly  made  ererv  proper  arrange, 
ment  as  to  the  difpoi'al  of  his  woildiy 
effeds.  On  the  7:h  ot  April  laft  he 
was  attacked  by  a  ftvere  cold,  tvhich, 
about  the  torh,  brought  on  a  difficulty 
of  refpiration  1  this  increafed  fo  much, 
that,  in  two  days  afterwards,  he  antici- 
pated hit  fpcedy  fate,  and,  with  the 
inoA  collected  rcfignation,  wrote  down 
the  names  of  fevcral  perfons  whom  he 
wilbed  to  have  employed  about  his  fu« 
neral,  with  diredions  for  conducting  it. 
On  (he  d^y  following  he  came  down 
flairs  as  ufual,  and,  in  his  cheerful  way, 
exclaimed,  «  I  think  I  Ihall  rally  ftilH" 
In  the  evening,  however,  it  was  with 
mucii  diftivulfv  he  isanaged  to  itach 
his  chamber.  An  extreme  debility  look 
pitfl'eliirn  ot  his  whole  fran^e  \  and,  ha- 
ving dcBivd  to  be  left  bf  all  but  his  ;it- 
tendant  for  the  fpace  of  two  hours,  at 
the  expiration  of  that  time  he  died

Sud« 
den,  I  burft  into  the  blase  of  day !  and 
feemingly  into  the  middje  region  of  the 
atmofpnere,    I  beheld  a  towcrtng  edi« 
fice,  and  a  view  of  heaven,  earth,  and 
WHter.     The  Btlvideie  iv.JI  [onp,  per- 
petuitce  the   memory  of  the  •Muftrious 
prince  who  raifed  it;  sod  the  twenty- 
three  tboufand  trees  befide  ic  wiYI  enable 
t  future  prince  to  fiiy,  with  SotomoD, 
*'  The  beams  of  our  boufe  are  cedar, 
and  our  rafters  of  fir."    I  afcended  to 
the  parapets  of  the  tower,  and  looked 
afar  &  methought  I  faw  the  awful  dome 
of  St«  Paul's,  and  theTenerable  mina- 
rets bf  WcQminfter,  in  the  clouds :  the 
limits  of  the  profpe^t  were  too  cxten&ve 
to  fcan  with   perfpicuity  i   therefore   I 
withdrew  my  obfervatiun  nearer  to  my 
ftation,  and  confined  it  to  mioe  own  pir- 
ticular  purfuit.

A  fiflierman  of  the  meres 
would  fmile  at  my  denominating  the 
Tirginia  water  a  Mi/j   but  he  would 
admire  that  an  eaca? ation  (ix  miles  in 
circumference  fliould   be  preferved   in 

Slenteous  and  perennial  replenifhment 
y  a  mere  flreamlet.  My  admiration  at 
the  circumfiance  was  fuch,  that  1  made 
an  endeavour  to  trace  the  llreamlct  to 
its  fource,  but  I  became  loA  in  the  re- 
cedes of  a  foicfl.  I  traverlcd  w«(les 
that  exhibited  sn  uncommon  appear- 
ance; the  late  fulminating  heat  having 
rcndeied  the  fward  pcife6\ly  exanguious, 
whiiil  the  beds  of  fcm  and  tufts  of 
fudc  continued  particularly  verdurous. 
At  length  two  rows  of  aged  holms  gui- 
ded me  to  Cranbourn;  the  wood  adja- 
cent ihowered  down  Icavei.  I  gaztd 
aloft,  and  difcovercd  the  unufual  inci- 
dent to  have  arifeu  from  the  injury  the 
foliage  had  receive  J  fiom  blights.   Gil-

Forfyth's  compofition 
pight   retard  the  decay,  if  ,it   couid 
cfcape  being  rubbed  off  by  idlers  and 
animal :  but  fuch  a  hope  cannot  be  en- 
tertained.    As  I  have  alluded  to  Mr. 
Gilpin's  mention  of  Wiodfor  ForcA,  I 
Rniil  add.  in  juflice  to  fcenes  that  much 
delighted  me,  that,  notwithfiandmg  my 
prejudice  in  favour  of  hit  works,  Ltnink 
he  has  been  vt  y  precipiute,  as  well  as 
very  fafiidious,  in  faying  that  there  is 
Itstle  fccnery  left  here.     He  has  alfo 
done  amifs  in  not  naming  the  abbcyy  at 
which,  he  fnys,  the  Conqueror  nfcd  to 
ileep  when  he  had  been  hunting  bcic- 
abouts. 

To  have  pafled  Cranboura  Lodge, 
without  viewinf  the  infide,  would  have 
been  ahe  a£k  ofllupidity.    I  craved  ad- 
mittance, and  obtained  it.     In  the  hall 
I  furveyed  ihe  models  of  Fort  William 
in  Scotland,  and  of  Lifle  in  Flanders. 
Above  flairs,  I  paraded  along  the  Sol- 
dier's Gallery,  in  frtmt  of  horfe  and 
foot  warriors  of  every  nation,  dcpidured 
in  their  various  unifoiou  i  but  the  fight 
of  them,  and  of  fome  battle-pieces,  re- 
minding me  of  the  horrid  rcenes  traaf* 
ading  on  the  continent,    I  preferred 
contemplating  the  peaceful  woodi  and 
happy   plains  of   Berk  (hire,  of  which 
the  windows  of  the  lodge  command  a 
grand  view.   A«  lord-warden  of  Wind* 
ibr  Foreft,  the  Duke  of  Gkmcefitr  holds 
this  lodge  for  life;  but,  his  royal  higb- 
ner«  preferring  to  it  another  that  he  hat 
in  New  Forclt,  this  ftands  uaoccufied 
aod  unfutnillicd^  infomuch  that  there 
are  few  chattels  in  it,  but  the  hcir*iooms 
left  by  William  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
who  refidcd  here.   Of  thefc,  the  models 
and  military  paiutings  are  ibuie,  others 
aie  a  re  pre  ico  cation  of  the  Spanifli  gold 
works,  rendered  motory  by  clock-work^ 
a  few  pitSlures,  thut  greatly  want  rcfto- 
'  ru:ic:i,  ami   fome  foreign  arms  orna- 
met):ed  with  (Iccl-woik,  ivory,  and  falfe

ings  from  what  they  are,  and  placed  in  very 
di£forent  fttuations.  How  can  Nature  be  laid 
to  have  made  men  equate  when  at  their  firit 
coming  into  the  world  there  is  fucli  a  wide 
difference  as  that  between  a  child  and  its  pa- 
rents. Infancy^  manhood,  aiv!  old  agr,  hun* 
ger,  and  fleepi  raio,  Itghmiogs  and  tempefi, 
and  a  thooiaod  other  natural  caufes,  are  as 
perpetual  war  with  fuch  Equality.

A  Bate  of  feciety  is 
therefore  their  only  reiburce,  and  may  with 
propriety  be  called  tlie  natural  ftate  of  Man, 
fince  he  cannot  f  ubAft  out  of  lU  But  the  very 
formation  of  Society  is  incompatible  with 
Equality,  becaufe  its  efleotial  ohjed  is  to  veft 
in  one  part  called  Govenunent  a  fuilident 
power  to  keep  the  wtiole  in  order,  and  \}\ 
fubjeAien  to  laws,  and  the  poflefllon  of  that 
power  moft  elevate  fome  greatly  above  the 
reft.— Sobordifiation  is  therefore  nnavoida* 
ble;  and  there  muft  be  a  great  variety  of 
ranks,  of  offices,  and  of  duties,  every  one  of 
which  is  deilru^ive  of  Equality.

On  Friday,  the  6th  of  September,  I 
fet  out  from  London  to  Harwich'    The 
country  is  in  general  extremely  pleafant, 
and   well   cultirated.     The  roadi  are 
good,  and  they  were  very  much  enli- 
▼ened  by  the  encampments  at  Warley 
and  Lexden.     The  ftage  from  Colcbef- 
ter  to  Manningtree  is  delightful.    The 
approach  to  the  latter,    which   Hands 
upon  the  river  Stour,   is  very  pidu- 
refque;    and,  a  little  way  beyond  the 
town  ii  MiAley-hally   the  feat  of  the 
late  Mr.  Rigby,  which  commands  an 
extenfive  profpeft  of  the  river  and  of 
the  oppofite  coaft  of  Suffolk.     I  was 
driven  to  the  White  Hart  at  Harwich, 
where  1  palTed  the  evening  with  two  fo- 
reigners who  were  bound  for  Holland  : 
one  was  a  Dutchman,  and  the  other  a 
Hanoverian.     They  both   fpok^   £ng- 
lifli  toleraMy  well|  and  I  was  indebted 
to  ihcm  for  much  ufeful  information. 
I  rofe  early  in  the  mominz  to  furvey 
the  town  of  Harwich,  which  has  the  ho- 
nour of  fending  two  members  to  Parlia- 
ment.    It  is  a  dirty  ill-built  places  but 
the  ficuation  is  charming,  c(  mmanding 
a  full  view  of  the  German  ocean,  and 
of  the  river  Stour,   with  the  oppofiie 
ill  ores   of  Eifex   and    Suffolk.      After 
feaOing  my  cyei  with  the  Tea  and  the 
river,  I  ftcpt  into  a  circuiating-library, 
which,  I  was  told,  had  been  eftabliibed 
under  the  patrunage  of  the  ingenious 
Mrs.  Clara  Reeve  I  and   1  congratolate 
the  ladies  of  Harwich  on  having  fo  ex- 
cellent a  judge  as  the  authot  of  ^he  Old 
Engliih  Baron  10  fcled  books  for  their 
inftruAion    and    entertainment.     Upon 
one  of  the  phtts  1  catered  iuto  conver- 


sation with  a  gentleman,  who  informed 
me,  that  there  was  a  frigate  of  38  guns 
upon  the  ilockt  at  Harwich,  andthac 
feveral  more  frigates  of  the  fame  fixe 
were  fliortly  to  be  built  there.  After 
breakfail  I  walked  to  the  camp,  whiph 
ftood  to  the  South  of  the  town  upon  a 
dry  healthy  fpoc  clofe  to  the  Tea,  and 
confided  of  thrae  regimenu  of  militia* 
the  Bedfordfliire,  the  Weft  Kent,  and 
the  Suffolk.  On  my  return  from  the 
camp  I  began  to  prepare  ft>r  my  voyage  i 
and  I  found  that  various  prefiminanet 
were  to  be  adjufted  before  I  could  em« 
bark.  In  the  firft  place,  I  was  told  that 
it  would  be  neceffary  to  wait  upon  tha 
poft-oflice  agent  to  obtain  a  permit  1 
which  1  accordingly  did  t  and,  for  the 
fum  of  twelve  fliillings  and  fis»penc« 
be  vouchfafed  to  give  the  captain  of  tha 

5icket-V>«t  leave  to  take  me  on- board, 
n  my  return  to  the  inn,  I  fSciund  a 
cuftom-houfe  officer  waiting  to  riUD- 
nage  my  portmanteau.    I  told  him  he 
was  very  welcome  to  take  an  inventoi^y 
of  my  things ;  but,  with  much  complai* 
fance,  he  declined  ffiving  himfelf  that 
trouble ;  and  his  civility  coft  me  half-a- 
crown.    I  was  then  reminded  by  my 
hoft  at  the  White  Hart,  that  it  would 
be  proper  to  lay  in  flores  for  the  voyage. 
And  here  let  me  caution  inexperienced 
travellers  againft  placing  too  much  con* 
fidcnce  09  fuch  occafioos  in  ino-kecp* 
ert.     Let  the  price  of  every  article   be 
fettled  before  it  is  ordered  out  of  the 
larder,  otherwife  they  will  impofe  in  a 
ihameful  manner.

I^eiiher  Aulus  nor  Bur^oyne  had  fe-

this  iioiation  the  Roman  as  well  a&  the 
Britifli  leader  was  furpriied— the  Roman 
was  taken  by  Jugurtha^  the  Britifh,  by 
Gates.  The  terms  of  capitulation  to 
which  they  fubmitted  were  literally  the 
fame.  The  fine  pencil  of  Sallull  as  ex- 
a£^ly  delineates  the  cafe  of  ^urgoync  as 
of  Aulus«  Mark  the  foil<»vving  cxpref- 
fions : — **  Militcs  ei  hibernis  in  expe<- 
ilitioncm  Aulus  evorat«.-liieme  ar|)«ra

An 
ingenious  Clitic  rcmaiks,  that,  <*  wlien 
the  ficuation  of  two  mtn  is  the  i'ainc, 
.Nature  will  di£late  the  fame  fcnriments 
more  invariably  than  genius."  This  is 
undoubtedly  tiue.  Yci  the  poet,  who 
hath  a  deep  inligU  into  Nature,  will  al- 
ways afcribe  the  fanic  (cn:iinents  to  his 
fi6litious  pcrfona^cs  •&  the  hihorian  tr- 
cords  of  real  chjuifleib  iu  fimilar  cir- 
cumilanccs.  Heit-  indeed  the  true  pott 
Cdnn<>i  |>orribly  m\(\akc;  yet  the  col-

LATELY  fpendinj;  a  few  day*  in 
the  country,  I  took  a  walk  rn  Stan, 
^veii,  a  villaee  in  the  hundred  of  Spele* 
thorn,  Middlefex.  The  church  of  this 
p.iriih,  which  I  made  a  drawif^s  of  (fee 
pL  III,  fi^.  i)y  wai  in  the  gift  of  the 
Wind  furs  (the  Windfort'  creft  on  the 
top  of  the  ftceple,  *uiK.'  a  Asg't  head 
erafed  upon  a  wrenth).  Being  given 
by  fomc  perfon  of  (he  family  to  the  ah* 
hot  and  convent  of  Chertfey,  Surrey,  it 
\va5  appropriated  to  it,  and  a  vicarace 
endowed,  to  which  a  clerk  was  admit- 
ted in  1427.  The  rcffory  remained  in 
that  abl>ev  till  the  DilTolution,  when  it 
palTed  with  the  manor  to  the  crown. 

This  viiUee  is  famous  for  having 
been  the  refidence  of  the  family  of  t!te 
Ftrzofhers,  or  De  Windfors,  who  c^mc 
into  England  with.  William  the  Con- 
queror.  Havin*^  received  four  manors 
in  this  county  as  1  re%vartl  for  his  «a- 
iour,  he  fettled  thcie,  nnd  held  of  the 
kiiTf^  the  manrr  and  Joidiliip  of  Stan- 
wiU  for  fifteen  hides. 

Thomas  Windfor,  efq.  ded  148$-, 
the  prolute  of  his  will  dated  Feb  15, 
14*' >•  Aaip.ini;lration  wa-i  planted  to

<lre'vs,  of  Ba^iham,  cTq.  co.  Suf!'>:x), 
his  reli£^,  uho  m-dnied  ;)iterMardfe  to 
K<>hett  Tiiiton^  kut.

He  was  buried,  according  10  his  wn!, 
at  Stinwcli,  whcii:  is  yet  remaining  a 
r.iifeiJ  L'lmh,  on  wiiich  was  a  tit^ure  of  a 
man  in  armour,  and  a  woman,  Ixith 
knctjing,  with  the  children  bchmd. 
There  Mcrc  two  fliicids  of  arms,  and 
ten  infcriptions  ;  but  ihc  bralfcs  are 
quite  gone  (fee  plait  111.  Jig,  3.) 

The  lad  of  the  Wmdfor  family  who 
tt(\r^^  here  was  Andrew,  Lord  Wind- 
for. Sir  William  Dugdaic  had  the  fol- 
lowing information  from  Thoma«,  Lord 
WindTor : 

"  Thai,  after  the  diflblutlon  of  the  gr»nter 
monafteriet*  in  n  Hairy  VIJI,  the  king 
being  informed   by  CrorowvU  and  otlicr%j 
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who  had  hctrn  his  agent*:  in  the  work,  lh.it 
the  mofk  iikyjv  nieiii*  to  iVcuro  from  ever 
returning  again  into  thole  ufcs,  wculd  be 
to  difpofe  uf  iheni  into  the  hands  uf  tlie  no- 
bility and  gentry,  by  free  gift,  eafy  pui'ch>- 
fcs,  or  ndvanrat^eous  exchanges.

Tlie  in- 
ternal management  of  it  is  fo  arranged,  that^ 
while  they  are  bound  to  adminifter  to  the 
joint  comforts  of  their  little  peaci.'Ciil  ibciety, 
they  are  alfo  carefully  prevented  from  intef 
mpting  them.  The  perfon,  who  has  the 
private  merit  of  fo  humane  an  inflitution, 
cannot  be  offended  if  he  be  made  known,  for 
the  benefit  of  public  example^it  is  Johm 
Johnson,  Kfq.  hanker  in  Bdnd-flreet. 

The  inhabitants  uf  Burton  upvi  Trent  were, 
on  Tuefday  night,  0£V.  r,  alarmed  with  the 
moft  terrible  conflagration  ever  fcen  ilierc  ; 
which  broke  ontlxrtween  7  and  8  o'clock  in 
a  '.itge  harn  filed  with  hay,  belonging  !•»  Mr, 
Woixl,  at  the  Weft  end  of  Cat-fti«et;  the 
flames  inftamly  communicated  to  another 
large  adjoi.'iing  barn,  alfo  filled  with  hay, 
and  to  other  out-buildings  belonging  to  Mr. 
Wood ;  and  (the  wind  bi»ing  Sim'h)  to  ano?- 
tlier  harn,  acrofs  the  (Vreet,  belonging  to 
Mr.  B.  Wilfon,  containing  a  confiderabl* 
quantity  cf  deals  and  barley.  In  lefs  tlian  a 
qnarier  of  :\\\  l.our  the  buildings  (being  en- 
tirely of  uokI  and  tha*ch)  with  their  con- 
tents, foiTued  one  entire  blare.  Three  en- 
gine?., with  every  _  other  poffiSle  affiftancc, 
imiTiediatcly  arrived  ;  but,  although  the  en- 
gines continued  playing  all  night,  the  fire 
was  rot  entirely  cxtinguifhed  lill  the  next 
morr.inr:.  The  lofs  in  hiy,  implements  of 
hufb;"ulry,  a  quantity  of  fowls  which  alfo 
perifh.Hl  in  tlic  flames,  &e.  is  very  coofi- 
dcrabk. 

Off.  11.  A  dreadful  .accident  happened  at 
Tunbriflge.  Two  bargcnjcn,  in  the  employ 
of  the  liver  Medu'a>  Company,  lutviug  got 
veiy  muc!i  intoxicated  at  the  fair,  went  t*a 
hoard  their  barge,  whiih  was  laden  with' 
timber,  for  t'h.uham  dock-yaid,  about  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  as  ihcy  were  t'>  .^o 
oft"  at  day-light.  About  Imw  o'clock,  Unwe 
people,  goiiif,  by  the  whaif,  gave  the  alarm 
that  the  barge  fvnk  at  her  moorings,  aud  in 
confequeticc  it  was  cxpe^ed  thai  the  two 
bargemen  wcr..*  drowned  in  tl.c  c;ibin.  They 
towed  ih3  barge  down  toward  the  crauc  ;

cecdcd  in  heaving  ili?  barge  up,  fuflkicntly 
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to  get  on  the  ftern  flieers ;  upon  ripping 
them  upi  one  of  the  men  was  found  pmmed 
clofe  up  behind  ihe  cliimncy  place ;  every 
exertum  wns  made  to  difcover  the  other, 
fiomoiie  o'clock  yefteid.iy  until  two  this 
«Iny,  when  he  was  found  along-fide  the 
barge,  under  ttie  crane ;  cliey  were  both 
very  much  disfigured  from  their  fuffucation.

(hop  for  the  fale  of  ludicrous  prints,  in 
C()nJun£lion  with  Darley  and  Harry 
Hovv/»rd,  of  Facetious  memory.  It  does 
not  appear  thst  this  cp-partnerlhip  Uii- 
ed  long;  for,  they  parted  ibine  time  be- 
fore the  death  of  the  latter,  which  h<ip« 
pened  in  an  accidental  fcuffle  after  a 
niiciniglit  deb;)uch,  in  the  Hay-market. 
Wlicn  the  Nobles  were  in  the  height  of 
bufincfi,  he  found  them  very  nectffary 
to  his  extravagances,  and  wrote  for 
them  lorue  of  the  cbeapefi,  if  noc  the 
beft,  of  their  novels;  amongfl  which

lieve, the  lad  thing  he  did  this  way  was 
**  The  Adventures  of  William  Wilijams, 
an  AfricinlPrincc,*'  with  whom  he  be- 
came acquainted  in  Liverpool  gaol.

Bat,  with 
all  their  defe£ls»  they  beArode  the  lite- 
rary world  like  two  CoIpfTufesi  they 
both  rofe  to  the  highed  Nations  in  the 
church  by  th^ir  own  fupertor  talents, 
without  (looping  to  any  abjeft  or  d>f- 
honourable  compliances;  and  may  jufl- 
]y  be  c6nfidered  as  *'  foos  of  Anak,'*  or 
giants  of  aotieot  times,  when  brought 
into  coroparifon  with  the  modern  brood

line  could,  in  all  probability,  have  rai- 
fed  them»  and  daily  hoping  for  yet  fat- 
ther  tranflations,  \vill  not  troublefoniely 
cenfure  any  war  or  any  public  mcafurcs 
whatever*  but,  like  primitive  Cnrif- 
tians,  will  fee  themfelves  down  and  cat 
the  loaves  and  filhes,  of  which  tuch 
abundant  portions  are  before  them,  with 
gladnefs,  if  liot  with  linglcnefs,  of  heart.

liimfrlf,  or  any  other  romantic  or  me- 
lancholy reclufe. 

Hence  the  houfe  of  Appto  became, 
in  its  tuin,  a  prAurefque  Mod  pleafin^ 

object  its  white  front  prefenting  itfclf  felf '  jn  (what  we  foppofecl  he*  i 
•croft  a  portion  of  the  loch,  through  (inging  in  his  native  langoagc» 
Icattered  trees,  upen  an  elevated  bank, 
fringed  next  the  water's  edge  with 
thtcKet,  and  relieved  by  a  back^ground 
€>f  rich  wood  ft- etching  far  up  the  (ides 
of  bills,  whoA:  fummirs  partly  revealed 
-  them&Ives,  gilt  by  the  fetting  fun,  and 
were  partly  loft  in  clouds. 

For  the  laird  of  this  domain,  whofe 
worth  was  the  theme  of  every  tongue, 
the  lodgings  which  he  had  provided  in 
hh  offices,  and  the  comfortabJc  meal 
which,  according  to  daily  cuftom,  we 
law  fcnt  from  his  own  kitchen  to  the 
wives  and  children  of  a  confiderable 
party  of  fold>ers,  employed  at  that  time 
en  the  publK  ways  (to  fay  nothing  of 
tfae  hoTpitality  we  weie  ourfclves  expe- 
vicncing),  fpoke  ftrongly  to  our  fecliugs 
the  noblenefs  amd  bounty  of- his  heart. 

Leaving  rduAantly  this  charming 
place,  and  paiHng  the  anticnt  tower 
abovementioned  on  our  right,  purfuing 
the  valley  WcRward,  we  began,  in 
about  half  aij  hour,  to  afcend  rude  bills, 
and  to  bid  adieu  to  catiivation.

At  the  end  of  about  (even  miles,  an 
arm  of  the  Wedetn  ocean,  little  Icfs 
than  a  milerin  breadth,  bars  the  rJad. 
It  was  with  no  great  delight  thar,  in 
defcending  towards  the  fe^ry,  we  mei- 
lurcd  with  our  eyes  the  didance  of  the 
farther  dioie,  and  the  fcanty  dimen(ions 
o{  the  boat  wliich  (lood  in  piep<iia<ion 
to  tranfport  us  thither;  ii  w  s  narrow, 
Iharp-bottomtdy  and  entirely  without  a 
deck,  bttng  only  ltVLllcd(umtw%hit  at 
each  end,  for  the  reception  of  horl'es, 
by  faggots  of  birch  wood  thrown  in 
carelciOy  upon  etich  other.  Theie  was

IL 
part  II.  p.  68,  and  L*£tat&  lesD^Sces 
de  ia  Suiffe,  IL  33;  IIL  89;  in  both 
which  books  is  a  good  reprcfentation 
of  the  fall  and  the  adjacent  country.

patentolamp  kept  burning  all  night,  with 
^  reflector  and  magnifier  i  which  magni- 
fiers are  very  large,  and  coft  sol*  a- 
piece.    The  whole  building  b  white- 
waflied  except  the  light-room  on  the 
top)  and  all  the  robms  in  it  are  ofed  bv 
the  man  and  bit  family.   The  ufefulneU 
of  this  lighchoufe  muft  be  obvious  to  any 
one  who  is  acquainted  with  the  dange- 
rous navigation  of  thefe  coafts.

IN  addition  totheOpufculom  brought 
forward  by  M.  Green,  p.  looi,  an- 
other publication  of  Craihaw's  may  be 
mentioned,  which  has  alfo  efcaped  his 
biographer*  It  is  a  fmall  volume  of  re- 
ligious poems,  compofed,  apparently, 
after  the  author's  converfion  to  the  Ro- 
mifli  church,  and  printed  at  Paris  in 
t65S,  wirh  a  number  of  very '  neat  em- 
blematical vignettes,  faid  to  have  been 
executed  by  Cralhaw  himfelf.  The 
poetry  feems  included  *in  the  pofthu- 
mous  edition  of  1670. 

Mr.  Granger  tells  us,  th|t  Craihaw 
wrote  the  anonymous  poems  fubjoined 
to  Herbert's  works.  His  reafons  for
